VOTE 
N JOINT SESSION

Denver, Jan. 12.— The two houses 
met in joint session today and can­ 
vassed the vote on state officers. 
The 
senate adopted its rules, and the com­ 
mittee on privileges in the house be­ 
gan its work. 
The joint session dis­ 
pelled all rumors that the vote on state 
officers would not bo canvassed and 
guaranteed the 
inauguration of Mr. 
Peabody tomorrow. The rules adopted 
by the senate are extremely binding, 
and will work very materially to the 
advantage of the majority party. 
The 
minority party is given no privileges 
other than the majority cares to extend 
them. 
In fact, the rules are a dupli­ 
cate of the famous Goebel rules of Ken­ 
tucky. 
One of the rules in relation to 
contested elections reads in part as fol­ 
lows : 


“ Tlie committee on privileges and 
elections desiring to report on any 
contested election, or upon the rights 
of any senator to a seat in or a mem­ 
bership of the senate, shall have the 
right to report at any time, and such 
report shall have precedence over all 
other business and shall stand for im­ 
mediate disposition by the senate. No 
debate shall be in order, or be per­ 
mitted upon such reports, nor upon 
the question of the adoption or rejec­ 
tion thereof. No amendment of the re­ 
port nor division of the question on 
said report, no motion to adjourn, to 
take a recess, to proceed to the con- 
sideiation of special or general work, 
to lay on the tablo, commit, to recom­ 
mit, or to postpone to a time certain 
or indefinitely, nor any other motion 
whatsoever shall be in order after the 
making of such report, until such re­ 
port is finally disposed of by the sen­ 
ate, anything in any other rule of the 
senate to the contrary notwithstand­ 
ing. 
If for any reason the president 
should fail or refuse immediately to 
put the question, upon the adoption br 
rejection of any such report, then the 
question shall be immediately put to 
the senate by the secretary of the 
senate. 


“A ll appeals from rulings or decis­ 
ions of the president, concerning any 
of the matters mentioned in this rule, 


0 1* from any ruling or decision of the 
president concerning or upon any vote 
upon any of the matters in this rule 
mentioned, shall be put to the senate 
by the secretary of the senate, and the 
result of any vote upon any such appeal 
Bhall be declared and announced by the 
secretary of the senate. 
If the presi­ 
dent fails or refuses to announce the 
result of any vote, upon any of the 
matters mentioned in this rule, then 
the secretary of the senate shall de­ 
clare and announce such results.

motion to reconsider shall be made or 
he permitted to be made, or be enter- j,

Rule 6—All contests affecting repre­ 
sentatives from Arapahoe county alone 
or from Arapahoe county and one or 
more other counties together, shall be 
tried at one and the same time and the 
evidence introduced in one case shall 
be taken and regarded as introduced 
in each and all of such cases. 


Rule 7—While the foregoing rules 
have necessarily been drawn to cover 
the contests relating to representatives 
from Arapahoe county alone or from 
Arapahoe county and one or more other 
counties together, they shall, as far as 
possible, govern and control all the 
other contests. 


Rule 8— The contest case of S. H. 
Stevens vs. .1. Ramon Aguilar shall be 
heard and tried on Thursday morning, 
January 15, I9u3, beginning at ‘J o'clock 
a. m. and closing at 10 o'clock a. m. of 
the said day, and the contest case of 
Granby Hillyer vs. J. B. Traxier shall 
be heard and tried on Thursday morn­ 
ing, January 15, 1903, beginning at 10 
o'clock a. m. and closing at 11 o’clock 
a. m. of said day, and the only argu­ 
ments in each of said cases shall be the 
final arguments, which shall be limited 
to 20 minutes in each case. 10 minutes 
of which time shall be given to each 
side. 
The report of the committee on 
each of the said last mentioned cases 
shall be made to the house of repre­ 
sentatives not later than 5 p. m. on 
Thursday, January 15, 1903. 


It will be noticed that time limits 
were placed on every contest. 
The 
Democrats claim that this was unfair, 
and that justice could not be given to 
either side if such a set of rules were 
adopted. 
They accordingly withdrew 
from the session of the board. An ad­ 
journment was taken, and for a time 
it lookpd as though a serious crisis 
had arrived, which might prevent the 
counting of the ballots for the state 
officials. 
However, the Republicans 
explained that their only intention was 
to shut off dilatory tactics. 
At the be­ 
ginning of the afternoon session, the 
house adopted, by a strictly party vote, 
a resolution to compel the committee 
to report January 17. hater, the com 
mittee met with all in attendance, and 
began the hearing of testimony. When 
the house met. Mr. Frewen offered a 
resolution providing that ttie commit­ 
tee should be required to report Fri 
day morning at H o’clock, and that no 
adjournment

be taken after

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The Democratic members of the sen­ 
ate openly announce that they will 
throw out two Republican members 
from the senate, as long as the Repub­ 
lican members last, to every one Dem­ 
ocrat expelled_l>y the house, and the 
adoption of this Goebel rule today in­ 
dicates that they intend to carry out 
thpir threats. 
Another rule adopted 
provides that each day’s proceedings 
Bhall be printed and laid upon the desks 
of the members the following morning, 
in order that they can see that the 
¿¡journal is properly kept. 
It also pro­ 
vides that the president of the senate 
"‘■shall sign« four copies, one of which 
shall be deposited with the governor, 
two wuh the secretary of state, and the 
fourth shall be kept by the secretary 
.of the senate. 
In this manner they 
hope to prevent loss of records. 


The rules which will be adopted by 
■the house tomorrow will provide that 
the committee on elections can leave 
the house at any time to conduct its 
•work, without obtaining the consent 
of the house, and that a majority vote 
can change the rules at any time. For­ 
merly it required a three-fifths vote.

When the committee on elections and 


* privileges met this morning a set of 
rules which was adopted came very 
near causing a hplit-up "in the com­ 
mittee.

(ORGANIZED AND ALL 


BEADY FOB BUSINESS

Denver, Jan. 9.—The organization of 
the Fourteenth general assembly was 
completed today and that body is now 
ready to begin its work. 
This is the 
shortest time ever occupied by a Colo­ 
rado assembly in perfecting its organi­ 
zation and will demonstrate to the peo­ 
ple of the state that their representa­ 
tives intend to fulfill their pledges of a 
business session. 
Tomorrow morning 
Governor Orman will deliver his bien­ 
nial message, after which the counting 
of the ballots cast for the state offi­ 
cials last fail will be begun. 


In the m atter of choosing employes, 
the 17 W o lcott Republicans declined to 
particip ate in the distribution nf pa­ 
tronage, therefore the anti-W olcott men 
proceed Im m ed iately to employ the nec­ 
essary help and get ready for work. 
The 31 D em ocrats voted for the selec­ 
tion of the em ployes named by the anti- 
W olcotts. 
A ll of those named but one 
are Republicans. 


One p articu lar feature of the day was 
the great num ber of com m endatory let­ 
ters received b y the antl-W olcott Tte- 
pu blicans com m ending them for 
their 
action of W ed n esd ay in the prom pt or­ 
ganization of the house. 
The com mu­ 
nications are being' sent from all parts 
of the state, and express the utmost 
satisfaction w ith the results so fa r ac­ 
complished. 


Speaker San ford stated today that he 
had been the recipient of a great m any 
letters and telegram s 011 the subject, 
and that not a w ord of criticism w as 
expressed by anyone. 
Said he, "T h e 
people of the state are w ith us in m ain­ 
taining the pledges w hich were made 
last fall.

Breckenrldge, C hairm an of 
the House Com m ittee on Elections: 
“ D ear S ir— It 
is g en erally 
charged 
th at some sort of a com bination or 
agreem ent exists between certain R e ­ 
publicans in th is body and D em ocratic 
m em bers of the house th a t representa­ 
tives from A rapahoe county whose seats 
are contested, are not under a n y cir­ 
cum stances to be unseated, but th at 
certain A rapahoe county 
flo at m em ­ 
bers and tw o m em bers from other coun­ 
ties w ill be unseated. 


“ That this deal or combination exists 
is both affirmed and denied, and we are 
unable to ascertain the fact. The gross 
frauds in the ballot said to have been 
practiced in Arapahoe county have been 
heralded throughout the state, and are 
clamoring for attention and demanding 
investigation and action by this house. 


" If such a deal does exist, it will be 
impossible to investigate this serious 
subject. 
If no such combination has 
been made there can be no reason for 
not acting upon these contests. 


“ Under these circumstances, we de­ 
sire to notify you so that you may, if 
you see fit, so regulate the order of 
your investigation that we will not vote 
on the unseating of any member« of this 
house until we shall first have had an 


opportunity of voting on the question 
of unseating the Dem ocratic members 
from Arapahoe county, whose seat? are 
contested.”

could fire a second time 1 struck him 
w ith m y sword. 
H e cried:

D uke Sotom ayor, who is the cause of 
all m y troubles.’ 
The duke of Soto­ 
m ayor, however, w as not in the second 
carriage. 
I t w as occupied by the M a r­ 
quis de L a M ina, 
the 
court 
grand 
equerry, and two palace officials. 


It is the duty of the Spanish court to 
attend divine service every S a tu rd ay at 
the church of Atocha. This church how ­ 
ever, is being rebuilt and the king now 
goes to the church of Buen Sucesso. On 
these occasions the court rides in state, 
preceded and followed by mounted de­ 
tachm ents of the royal body guard and 
accom panied by carriages 
containing 
the court dignitaries and grandees of 
Spain. 


A fte r the shooting incident the people 
gathered along the route 
from

church to the palace and gave the king 
a great ovation as the carriage pro­ 
ceeded slow ly towards the royal resi­ 
dence.

Questioned as to w h at reason he had 
for w ishing to kill the grand chamber- 
lain, Fe ro t said the duke of Sotom ayor 
had offered him a position a t the palace, 
but had failed to fu lfill his promise. 


CONVENTION O FTHE NATIONAL 
LIVE STOCK ASSOCIATION. 
By Associated Iresa- 
Kansas City, Jan. 13.—President John 
W . Springer’s attack upon 
the Beef 
trust, so called, and the passage of 
memorials to congress urging that laws 
for the betterment of livestock condi­ 
tions be enacted, were the feature of 
the first day’s session of the sixth annu­ 
al convention of the National Live Stock 
association. 


President Springer, in declaring “ that 
the American stockman proposes to 
take care of himself,” served notice that 
those interests must receive protection 
trom the congress of the United States 
just as long as the finished products 
made *rom our raw materials are heavi­ 
ly protected. 


The sentiments were received with ap­ 
plause. 


One memorial, which was telegraphed 
to Senator Frye tonight, was as follows: 
“Your petitioners, the National Live 
Stock association of the United States 
representing the feeders and handlers 
of live stock in the United States, de­ 
sire through you, to call the attention of 
the senate to house resolution 15,922, a 
bill which' provides the secretary of ag- 


riculture w ith authority lo prevent the 
spread of contagious diseases in 
tne 
United States and to establish rule.s and 
regulations for the inspection of live 
stock to be transported 
through 
the 
United States, 
and 
your 
would respectfully represent th at theie 
is an immediate and im perative necessi- 
tv for the passage of this law' 
v\e 
would, 
therefore, 
urge the senate to 
consider this bill at an early date and 
we respectfully request that the satd 
bill be enacted into law .” 


Another m em orial was addressed to 
Cthainnan Payne, of

President John \V. Springer said in his

while wr may differ on polities and re­ 
ligion, we must stand together in a na­

To secure our well earned 
profits, we must stand shoulder to shoul­ 
der for our mutual protection, for the 
legislative chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link, and it is our business to 
remedy the weak points in our allied in­ 
dustry.

the American stock man proposes tu take 
care of himself, and that he is not a 
supplicant at the doors of the ' federal 
cuflRi-ess for any subsidy, fur any bonus 
or for any policy which seeks "forty acres 
and a mule." 
Hut we do serve notice on 
the vote-beseeching

States just as long as the finished prod­ 
ucts made from our raw materials are 
heavily protected. 
Our allied interests 
stand with American labor, and togeth­ 
er we hold the balance of power in this 
union. 
None ef our great interests aro 
hysterical or unreasonable or cranky 011 
the subject of "ta riff" or "ta riff legisla­ 
tion." 
We know it has largely aided In 
maKing our nation great, aim it has as­ 
sisted 
the American workingman 
to a 
higher level than that occupied by any 
worker on this round earth. 
B u t the 
tariff is not perfect, and the stockmen 
of the United States believe there are 
many points where the tariff could be 
reduced, and even abrogated entirely, for 
the best Interests of the people as condi­ 
tions now exist.

BEET SUGAR MEN 
AND CUBAN TREATY. 


B y Associated Press. 
Washington, Jan. 8.—The American 
Sugar Beet association held its annual 
session here today and passed resolu­ 
tions' withdrawing 
opposition to the 
Cuban reciprocity but recommending 
that tlie treaty be so amended as to 
express in precise language what is 
intended to be secured by it to the beet- 
sugar manufacturers 
of 
the United 
States, viz: That during the period of 
five years covered by the treaty no 
sugar exported from Cuba shall be ad­ 
mitted to tho United States at a re­ 
duction of duty greater than ‘-0 per 
cent, of the rates of duty thereon as 
provided by the tariff act of July 24, 
1897. 


The association also adopted a resolu­ 
tion protesting against the unnecessary 
stimulation of the sugar and tobacco 
industries of the Philippine islands by 
means of further tariff reductions, thus, 
as» the resolution stated, encouraging 
the penplo« of those islands where the 
labor is but a few cents per day, to 
produce those things which this coun­ 
try can produce, rather than such com­ 
modities as we are unable to produce. 


The action of the association was not 
unanimous, the vote on the passage of 
the resolution standing 3 to 2, although 
Henry T. Oxnard, president of the asso­ 
ciation. said he had enough proxies 
with him to make the vote 12 to 2. 


The opponents of the resolution claim 
there are 30 or more factories iu the 
association and that the representation 
at the meeting does not comprise half 
of the factories in 
the 
association. 
None of the 16 factories in Michigan 
was represented in the meeting, ex­ 
cept that Julius Stroh, of Detroit, treas­ 
urer of the association, was present. 


Follow in g is the 
text 
of the 
reso­ 
lutions adopted together w ith the pre­ 
amble accom panying them: 


“ W hereas, 
A reciprocity treaty 
be­ 
tween the United States of Am erica and 
the repubtic of Cuba has been laid be­

congress of both political parties.

PALMER SUSTAINED 
BY STATE BOARD 
Cripple Creek, Jan. 9.—J. W. Palmer, 
president of the school board, received 
word from Denver yesterday that the 
state board of education had sustained 
him in hla contention that his removal 
from the office of tho president of the 
board in 1901 was illegal and without 
cau.se. Mr. Palmer was regularly elected 
president of the board in 1901, holding the 
office until the following July, w'hen he 
was removed by a majority of the board, 
who elected John W. Beaman in his 
stead. The cause of the removal was the 
refusal of Palme.r to sign, as president, a 
warrant for $50. which was allowed as 
salary for the treasurer of the board. The 
contention was that the salary of $600 a 
year was excessive, when It was consid­ 
ered that the statutes made no provision 
for the salary of the treasurer, and that 
no other district in the state paid a sal­ 
ary to the treasurer of more than $100 
per annum. At the end of the year W’heu 
the present board was organized, 
Mr. 
I?almcr was again elected president. Since 
that election, however, the new board iias 
concurred in the president’s views iu the 
matter, and is now allowmg the treasurer 
a salary of but il(X) a year, which is the 
same amount of the salaries allowed this 
same officer in Pueblo, Denver and Colo­ 
rado Springs boards. The dccisfbn of tho 
state board of education to the effect 
that Mr. Palmer was the right president 
of • the board in }90l, carries with it a 
grave question as to the legality of all 
warrants signed by Acting President Bea­ 
man, especially those in payment of the 
salary of tho treasurer.

As the resu lt of the labor of tw o ses­ 
sions of the 13th general assem bly, a 
revenue law w as enacted and w ent into 
effect in M arch, 1902, which, in m any 
respects, seem s to m eet the dem ands of 
the situation, 
so fa r as 
the 
state's 
financial condition is concerned. There 
m ay be, and possibly are, defects of a 
m ore or less serious n atu re in the reve­ 
nue a ct of 1902. 
The wisdom of m an 
has nev'er devised, and in m y judgm ent 
never will devise, a perfect system of 
taxation, o r a system which will be 
satisfacto ry to all classes of taxpaying 
citizens. 
In the very n atu re of things, 
such a law' is an im possibility, for the 
reason th a t all sorts and conditions of 


considered and treated as a 
debt 
of 
honor by the people of the state, and 
should bo paid w ithout fu rth er delay. 


I am opposed to any a tte m p t to m eet 
and discharge these obligations by a t­ 
tem pted evasion of "the constitutional 
provisions relatin g to the sam e, and 
therefore earnestly urge the adoption of 
a bill to subm it to the people a consti­ 
tutional am endm ent, providing for the 
funding of these certificates of indebt­ 
edness and excess w arrants, confident 
th a t the fair-m inded, honest and in­ 
telligent people 
of 
this state, 
when 
placed in possession of all the fa c ts ot 
th e case, will overw helm ingly be in fa ­ 
vor of providing m eans for 
the 
dis­ 
charge of our debts 
of 
honor, 
and 
thereby firm ly establishing the credit 
of the state. 


This recom m endation 
should 
espe­ 
cially appeal to you, 'and to the people 
of the state, when It is recalled th a t 
about half a m illion d ollars of the 
school fund is invested in this dishon­ 
ored paper, which, w ith accrued in ter­ 
est, am ounts to about $900,000. 


In this connection I would recom-

men, the w ealthy, the m iddle class and 
the poor, alike are opposed to all form s 
of taxation, and resort to all form s 
of evasion to escape a Just and fa ir 
contribution to the expenses of gov­ 
ernm ent. 


In -m y judgm ent, sufficient tim e has 
not elapsed since the present revenue 
law svçnt into, effect, to enable us 
to determ ine from experience th e de­ 
fects in the law w hich should be rem 
edied' by legislation; and I therefore 
feel., w arran ted in urging th a t this gen 
e ra f assem bly refrain from any am end 
m ents of the law, firm ly believing th a t 
fu tu re legislatures will be m ore com ­ 
p etent to deal w ith th is question, and 
th à L a n y a tte m p t a t th is tim e to legis­ 
late’ upon th is m ost im p o rtan t subject 
wotild inevitably lead to a m ore u n ­ 
settled condition of fiscal affa irs th an 
h a s' existed during the p ast two years 
—w hich is certainly to be avoided if 
possible. 
O utstandin g C ertificates of Indebted- 
' n ess and E xcess W arran ts. 


The constitution of th is state lim its 
the ta x levy for ord in ary state purposes 
to four w ills; prohibits the m aking of 
appropriations and expenditures in ex­ 
cess of the am ount of revenues raised 
by the tax levy in an y fiscal year, and 
provides th a t no bill shall be passed 
providing fo r th e paym ent of a n y claim 
a g ain st the 
state 
w ithout 
previous 
a u th o rity of law. 


The above provisions are salu tary 
and wise, for otherw ise, 
the 
state 
m ight be plunged into debt by ex trav a­ 
g a n t and reckless appropriations fa r in 
excess of any possible revenue to m eet 
the sam e. 


A cting u n d er au th o rity assum ed or 
presum ed to be granted by section 4112, 
/M ills’ A nnotated S tatutes, some of m y 
predecessors, by executive order, have 
authorized various state institutions to 
issue certificates of 
indebtedness 
to 
m eet absolutely necessary expenditures 
fo r the m aintenance and support of 
such institutions. 
A t the present tim e 
these o u tstanding certificates of in­ 
debtedness am ount to about $260,000, 
and are held by the D enver clearing 
house and the friends of the institutions 
issuing flhe sam e, whose public spirit 
and patriotism 
induced them to ad ­ 
vance the necessary funds to prevent 
the closing of these institutions. 


U nder the'-above cited constitutional 
provisions the suprem e court of th is 
state h as repeatedly decided th a t the 
general assem bly is 
absolutely 
and 
positively Inhibited from m aking appro­ 
priations o r authorizing expenditures 
for the ordinary expenses of the state 
governm ent, in excess of the to tal reve­ 
nue then provided by law , and applica­ 
ble to such appropriations and expendi­ 
tures, unless the legislature a t the sam e 
tim e shall provide for levying a suffif, 
cient ta x to pay the sam e w ithin such 
fiscal period, and w ithin the constitu­ 
tional lim it of four mills. 
o 


It has been held 
by 
the 
supreme 
court that such excess appropriations 
and expenditures are absolutely void, 
and “that they create an indebtedness 
against the state and entail no obliga­ 
tion, legal o f moral, upon the people, 
or upon any future general assem bly.” 


It follows that the certificates of in­ 
debtedness above referred to were is­ 
sued contrary to the express inhibi­ 
tion o f the constitution, and such in­ 
debtedness so contracted, under the con­ 
stitution as it 
stands, 
is 
absolutely 
void, and no general assem bly can pass 
a constitutional relief bill for the pur­ 
pose of paying such certificates of In­ 
debtedness. 


In addition to these certificates of in­ 
debtedness, 
there 
are 
outstanding 
w hat are commonly called “excess war­ 
rants" to ¿he amount of over $1,500,000, 
w ith accum ulated interest. 


It Is undisputed that these certificates 
of indebtedness represent actual value 
received by the state; and that a very 
large proportion of the so-called "ex­ 
cess warrants” are , of equal validity; 
and wliile they m ay nothin the language 
of the supreme court, ».institute a legal 
or - moral obligation ijpoyi tho’ people, of 
s h ç u là jb e 


m end the appointm ent of a com m ittee 
or com m ission to investigate and report 
upon the validity of the excess w a r­ 
ran ts, to the end th a t the people m ay 
be fully advised upon this subject. 


F o r the reasons above stated I do not 
concur in the recom m endation of 
the 
late state treasurer, th a t all surplus 
m oney from the revenues of the last 
biennial period, and subsequent surplus 
moneys be appropriated to th e paym ent 
of o u tstan d in g deficiency claim s, cer­ 
tificates of 
indebtedness 
and 
excess 
w arran ts, for I believe th a t an y a t­ 
tem pt m ade to apply th e surplus reve­ 
nues in an y such m anner will be held 
unconstitutional by the suprem e court 
of this state. 


I am aw are th a t tw ice have the peo­ 
ple of this state rejected a constitutional 
am endm ent for th e funding of theso 
w arran ts, b u t I am led to believe th a t 
such rejection w as due to circum stances 
which do not prevail a t 
the 
present 
time, and under a m isapprehension of 
the facts. 
A t a n y rate, I believe th a t 
it is our solem n d uty to do everything 
w ithin our pow er to rem ove th e blot 
which now exists, a g ain st th e honor, in ­ 
tegrity and credit of our beloved state.

1 desife to call especial atten tio n to 
the su it of the state of K an sas ag ain st 
the state of Colorado, now pending in 
the suprem e court of the U nited S tates. 
Some m onths ago the d em u rrer w hich 
had been filed to the com plaint of the 
state of K an sas w as overruled, and the 
defendant ordered to answ er. 
An a n ­ 
sw er h as been filed, and it h as th ere­ 
fore becom e urgently necessary th at, in 
addition to th e w ork already done, a 
g reat deal of w ork be undertak en and 
carried forw ard in the defense of th e 
state 
of Colorado. 
Though 
it 
w as 
originally tho u g h t th a t the case m ight 
be determ ined upon purely legal ques­ 
tions, it 
has 
now 
assum ed 
a m ore 
th reaten in g aspect, and it is necessary 
to m eet im p o rtan t issues of fact, w ith 
the issues of law still undeterm ined. 


W hile th e litigation is a direct a t­ 
ta c k upon the Colorado use of the w a t­ 
ers of the A rkansas river, it is, a t the 
sam e tim e an d in alm ost as direct a 
m anner, an a tta c k upon ou r whole sys­ 
tem of irrigation. 
I t is th e contention 
of the state of K ansas th a t Colorado 
ditches have dim inished the flow of 
the A rkansas river,< and th a t th ey can­ 
not legally w ithdraw th e w aters of a 
Colorado riv er for irrigation -if th a t 
a c t dim inishes the flow of- th e stream 
over K an sas land; and th a t, too, re­ 
gardless of an y question a s to w hether 
the K an sas lands require irrigation. In 
o th er words. K an sas' is assertin g the 
common law doctrine of rip arian rig h ts 
as ag ain st our w ell-know n irrigation 
user. 


The question a t issue affects all of 
our stream s crossing the state line as 
m uch as it affects the A rk an sas river, 
and the su it now pending is therefore 
a direct a tta c k upon the system w hich 
is the foundation of th e ag ricu ltu ral 
prosperity of th e people of th e state of 
Colorado. 
In addition, the sta te of 
K ansas, by its suit, seeks to control 
the legislative and executive action of 
the state of Colorado. 


U nder such circum stances it Is hardly 
necessary th a t I should direct your a t­ 
tention to the v ital im portance o f ta k ­ 
ing every proper step In defending the 
suit. T estim ony m ust be gathered and 
presented, extensive 
engineering and 
oth er Investigations conducted, an d le­ 
gal expenses defrayed; an d In general, 
the state should be In a position to tak e 
prom pt and efficient action of defense 
w ithout delay or em barrassm ent. 


It goes w ithout saying 
th at 
these 
m atters require attention, services and 
expenditures 
for which 
the 
depart­ 
ments of the state governm ent, are not 
sufficiently provided. 
I therefore rec­ 
ommend that the general assem bly take 
prompt steps looking to the passage of 
a special and liberal appropriation bill 
creating a fund, to be disbursed under 
such supervision a s ,the assem bly m ay 
direct, for the paym ent of such ser- 
viqe^aijdtsxp0^ ^ 8 as b>*vc already been 
or m ax hereafter bd rendered o r J11- 


Recom m ends th e Appli­ 
cation of Strict Busi­ 
ness Principles. 


curred In the conduct of the defense of 
th e suit. 


C ivil Service. 


The business of the state should be 
adm inistered upon business principle», 
an d to the accom plishm ent of thlfi end 
I know of no m ethod or m eans which 
would m ore effectually 
bring 
about 
th is resu lt th a n the establishm ent and 
enforcem ent of civil service rules in 
all departm ents of the state governm ent 
w hçre the sam e can be applied. 


W herever 
civil 
service 
has 
been 
adopted it has a ttracted to the service 
of the governm ent persons of superior 
capacity and character, and has tended 
to exclude unw orthy persons; it has de­ 
veloped m ore energy in the discharge 
of duty, and more am bition to attain 
proficiency upon the p a rt of those in 
the service; it has relieved the appoint 
ing power of the pressure brought to 
b ear by applicants and their friends for 
positions, and the consequent expense 
of tim e an d energy which should be 
devoted to m ore im portant m atters, and 
to the discharge of official duties; it 
has greatly reduced the pow er of the 
executive, o r appointing power, to use 
the patronage of the office for ulterior 
political purposes. 


In w hatever departm ent of national, 
state or m unicipal 
governm ent 
civil 
service has been adopted it has ab u n ­ 
d antly justified the claim s of Its advo­ 
cates. has im proved the public service, 
and has grow n in public favor. 


There are m any departm ents of the 
public service of this state, notably our 
penal, reform atory and charitable In­ 
stitutions, 
and 
other 
departm ent«, 
w here civil service could be adopted to 
g reat ad v an tag e to the Im provem ent of 
the ad m inistration of such departm ents, 
and w ith resu ltan t economy. 


G overnor A dam s, in his biennial m es­ 
sage to the 
1-th 
general 
assem bly, 
said: 


“If the servants of the state would 
give the sam e num ber of hours of com ­ 
p etent service th a t are required of tlie 
employes of D aniels & Fisher, Morey 
M ercantile Co.. T ritch H ardw are Co., 
and others of the m ercantile establish­ 
m ents of D enver and other cities. I ‘am 
of the opinion th a t in m ost departm ents 
the w ork could be done w ith half the 
present force. 
In saying this 1 have 
no criticism for the em ployes of the 
state house; there never w as a m ore 
w orthy or deserving set of assistan ts; 
they do well and prom ptly w hat is a s ­ 
signed them , and are not to blam e if 
the yoke is easy and the 
burden 
is 
light.” 


It m ay be true th a t the employes are 
not to blam e for such a condition of a f­ 
fair?, but w h at can be sivld of em ploy­ 
ers, or of the system w hich perm its 
such a w asteful expenditure 
of 
the 
people’s m oney? 
The blam e m ust rest 
w ith either the em ployer (the heads of 
the departm ents), or the system . 


And again G overnor A dam s says: 


“I th in k I am w ithin bounds when 5 
state th a t the average d ay's w ork by 
heads of departm ents and employes in 
th is capitol, from dome to basem ent, 
will not exceed six hours.” 


Speaking for m yself, and the other 
officers-elect of the executive d ep art­ 
m ent, I assure you th a t it will be ou»' 
efideavor to see to it th a t “the servants 
of the sta te ” give the state the sam e 
am ount of com petent service th a t em ­ 
ployes of m ercantile 
and 
industrial 
establishm ents give; and in this con­ 
nection I would suggest th a t you only 
em ploy such clerks and a ssistan ts in 
the discharge of your labors_as m ay be 
absolutely n ecessary to perform the 
w ork In hand. There is no good reason 
w hy the legislature should require as 
m any clerks and a ssistan ts in the dis­ 
charge of its duties as th ere are m em ­ 
bers of both houses; and th e placing 
upon th e p ay roll of a- single clerk or 
o th er a ssistan t sim ply ftrr the purpose 
of giving a personal political friend a 
“job.” is entirely indefensible. 


W h at h as been said of the civil ser­ 
vice of the sta te applies w ith equal and 
g reater force to all departm ents of our 
county and m unicipal governm ents. 
" 
I believe th a t the people of this state 
dem and a n d expect, in the ad m in istra­ 
tion of th eir affa irs in state, county and 
m unicipality, a change, to the end th a t 
g reater efficiency be a tta in ed a t a re ­ 
duction of expense; they dem and civil 
service because it w ill a tta in this end. 
an d restore to th em a common rig h t 
w hereof they have been deprived by a 
dangerous an d privileged class, tow lt, 
those who have perpetuated, them selves 
in office by virtue of political influence, 
! ra th e r th a n fitness or com petency. 


The Civil Service R eform association 
of D enver will present its bill for your 
consideration, which, I tru st, will lead 
to legislation along the lines therein set 
forth. 


Pure Food. 


C hapter 1 of M ills’ A nnotated S ta t­ 
utes, 
entitled, 
“A dulterations,” 
as 
am ended by subsequent acts of the leg­ 
islatures seem s to be an a tte m p t to pro­ 
vide w hat is com m only kuow n as a 
“pure food” law for this state. 


An exam ination of the existing law s 
upon this subject discloses 
the 
fact 
th a t while severe penalties are provided 
fo r the ad ulteration of food and drink, 
no officer is charged w ith the duty of, 
an d invested w ith the au th o rity to, en­ 
force the law, and, as is too often the 
resu lt in such cases, the law has been 
a dead letter. 


The above ch ap ter also includes the 
law relatin g to the dairy com m issioner, 
and prescribes his duties and au th o rity 
In the m a tte r of ad ulteration of dairy 
products. 


As affecting the health of the people, 
and especially the common people, no 
subject Is of m ore vital im portance than 
p ure food, ow ing to the alm ost lim it­ 
less adulterations, 
co u n terfeits 
and 
sham s w hich are on the 
m ark et 
as 
foods. 


I t seem s to m e th a t it w ould be quite 
desirable to en act legislation providing 
fo r the appointm ent of a com m ission or 
com m issioner, whose du ty should com ­ 
bine those of dairy com m issioner and 
o th er departm ents relatin g to the public 
health, w ith the d uty of enforcing the 
existing law s relatin g to the a d u ltera­ 
tion of food 
and 
drink, 
w ith 
such 
am endm ents thereto as wisdom m ight 
suggest. 


Other states have enacted such legis­ 
lation w ith very beneficial results, and, 
profiting by their experience, 
a 
law 
could be formed which would accom­ 
plish the desired end. 


The house of representatives o f the 
congress of the United States has re­ 
cently passed a “pure food” law, which 
deals with the subject so far as the 
sam e relates to interstate commerce; 
which law, to accomplish the best re­ 
sults, should be supplemented by state 
legislation along the sam e lines. 


Board of Pardons, 


Under the constitution the executive 
la vested w ith the power of granting 
pardons, and must, necessarily, assum e 
all final responsibility for the exercise 
o f this power. 


In -m y judgm ent no effort to divide 
responsibility accom plishes the desired 
results, and especially is this true in 
m atters o f this character, for the reason 
th at sentim ent is too apt to be control­ 
lin g when w e have-under consideration 
appeals for clemency. 


The board of pardons, as constituted, 
is ¡limply adyisory, to the executive; who 
f a ex-officio, n member and'president 


of the board, and is, necessarily, in a t­ 
tendance a t all m eetings of the board, 
hears the testim ony and argum ents in 
behalf of the petitioner, p articip ates in 
the discussions of the board, receives 
and considers the recom m endations of 
the board, and finally decides the m a t­ 
ter. 


From the foregoing it will be seen 
th a t the duties imposed upon th e ex­ 
ecutive by the existing 
law 
increase 
rath er than dim inish, the burdens rest­ 
ing upon him, and, as he is the final 
arbiter, the responsibility of final-action 
is his. 


W hat has been said is w ithout any 
intention of reflecting upon the effi­ 
ciency, disinterested devotion to duty, 
and patriotism , of the present or p re­ 
vious boards, but sim ply to call a tte n ­ 
tion to the law as it exists, w ith the rec­ 
om m endation th a t the board of p a r­ 
dons be. either given final au th o rity in 
the m atter of pardons; th a t 
its con­ 
clusions be m ade binding upon the ex­ 
ecutive, and th a t it be charged w ith 
full responsibility; or th a t the existing 
law be repealed. 


In m y judgm ent the m ere fact of the 
existence of a board of pardons if- an 
invitation to those confined In penal in­ 
stitutions to m ake frequent ap p lica­ 
tions for pardon which are wholly w ith­ 
out m erit, w ith a resu ltan t u n rest on 
the p a rt of the 
applicant 
which 
is 
highly 
detrim ental 
to 
th a t 
strict 
discipline so absolutely necessary tn a l­ 
m ost all such institutions. 


I am also nersuaded th a t the inde­ 
term inate sentence law has faiied of 
accom plishing any good results, and 
that a return to the old system would 
be desirable. 


If the crim inal classes can be tnr.de 
to know th a t conviction, sentence and 
punishm ent are sure, speedy and cer­ 
tain, w ithout hope of pardon, reprieve, 
com m utation of sentence, or parol, ex­ 
cept in clearly m eritorious cases, a 
large falling off in crim es of all de­ 
scriptions would be Im m ediately notice­ 
able. 


C harities and Corrections. 


The board of charities and corrections, 
serving as it does w ithout com pensa­ 
tion, except as to its secretary, is so 
hedged about by restrictions and lim ita­ 
tions in the act creating it, as to m ake 
its labors unproductive of practical re­ 
sults. 
The duties are purely visitorial 
and supervisory, w ithout authority to 
enforce or carry into effect any of its 
recom m endations. 


The act creating it seem s to be an 
attem p t to create a board which shall 
have some sort of 
control 
over 
the 
various penal, correctional and ch ar­ 
itable institu tio n s of the state; but, if 
such w as the intontion of the act, it 
falls far short of ¡iccfiinplistiing any 
such results. 


¡t has been recom m ended to previous 
legislatures th a t a board of control be 
established which should 
have 
full 
control and custody of all such in stitu ­ 
tions, both as to their m anagem ent and 
financial affairs. 
The creation of such 
a board would not fail to accom plish 
better results, and a m ore econom ical 
adm inistration of the affairs of these 
various institutions, 
as it 
is 
clearly 
shown by the reports, of sim ilar boards 
in other states. 


My recom m endation is th at the board 
of charities and corrections 
be reor­ 
ganized, along the lines above suggest­ 
ed, or th a t th e act creating it be re ­ 
pealed. thereby saving the expense of 
m aintaining it under the present law. 


P u b lic P rin tin g. 


C hapter 103, M ills’ 
A nnotated 
S ta t­ 
utes—“Public P rin tin g "—is grpatly in 
need of revision and am endm ent. 


M any of the scandals connected w ith 
the adm inistration of county and state 
affairs seem to be connected w ith pub­ 
lic p rin tin g and stationery and sup­ 
plies, due to the fact th a t the present 
law s upon this subject provide no com ­ 
petent official who shall have charge 
of these m atters. 


No reflection is intended to be cast 
upon any official or preceding adm in­ 
istrations, but from the very n atu re of 
the case (printing 
being 
a technical 
a rt) abuses have crept into this branch 
of thp public service, and as a result 
g re a t extravagance, to say the least, 
prevails in all departm ents requiring 
prin tin g and stationery supplies, as m ay 
readily be seen by a sim ple reference 
to the annual appropriation and expend­ 
itu res for these items. 


My recom m endation is th a t the of­ 
fice of supervisor of p rinting and s ta ­ 
tionery supplies be created, providing 
for the appointm ent of a practical and 
com petent p rin ter who shall be under 
bond, w ith a salary com m ensurate w ith 
the im portance of the office, confident 
in the belief th a t a saving of m any 
tim es the salary and expenses of the 
office would result. 


Penitentiary. 


My personal and intim ate knowledge 
of the affairs and present conditions a t 
the sta te penitentiary im pel me to sug­ 
gest a possible rem edy for the evil of 
keeping the convicts there confined in 
enforced idleness. 


The experim ent of em ploying convicts 
in the raising of farm products during 
the p ast two years has not proved suc­ 
cessful from any point of view, for rea­ 
sons unnecessary to state. The prevail­ 
ing 
sentim ent 
ag ain st 
convict-m ade 
goods renders it im possible to utilize the 
convicts in these branches of work, 
w hile every consideration of hum anity 
dem ands th a t these 
u n fo rtu n ates 
be 
given steady em ploym ent of some kind 
S tate Canal No. 1 is an enterprise 
upon which the state has already ex­ 
pended more th an 5200,000 in cash and 
labor, which sum of m oney represents 
an actu al loss to the state, and will so 
continue unless some plan can be de­ 
vised to com plete the canal to the A r­ 
kansas river and utilize It for the p u r­ 
pose of irrig atin g the m ore th an 30,000 
acres of school and oth er lands which 
lie u nder it. 


W ork upon th is canal w as suspended 
m any years ago for the reason th a t its 
completion, 
as 
an 
irrigation 
canaj 
sim ply, would resu lt in 
11 0 benefit to 
the state, as all the w aters flowing 
in th e A rkansas riv er during the irri­ 
gatin g season w ere subject to p rior ap ­ 
propriations. 


My recom m endation is th a t th e canal 
be com pleted to Its Intake a t th e A r­ 
kansas river, and th a t it be m ade the 
feeder to a chain of reservoirs extend­ 
ing from the G rand Canon of th e A r­ 
kansas river to a term inus a t the F oun­ 
tain river, and w hich m ight, and I have 
no doubt would, be u ltim ately extended 
to th e eastern boundaries of our state. 


These reservoirs could be filled d u r­ 
ing the flood season w ithout in an y w ay 
in terferin g w ith prior appropriations: 
the w ater th u s stored to be available 
during; 
the 
irrig atin g 
season, 
thus 
bringing 
into 
cultivation 
the 
large 
tra c ts of arid land belonging to the 
schqol fund, a s well as other lands, 
from w hich the state would derive a 
revenue In land and w a ter rental, and 
taxes, thereby converting an unprofit­ 
able in v e stm e n t into an incom e pro­ 
ducer. 


The labor necessary for the comple­ 
tion of the canal and the construction 
o f the reservoirs could be supplied from 
the convicts in the state penitentiary, 
thus affording steady 
and 
healthful 
employm ent to these unfortunate be­ 
ings, and 
ultim ately 
furnishing 
the 
state with a site for the establishm ent 
of a convict farm, where the labor of 
the convict could be made profitable, 
would be permanent, and eventually the 
state penitentiary m ight become self- 
sustaining. 


I subm it this m atter to your consid­ 
eration, hoping that you will deem it 
wise to make such appropriation as will 
pay /for the necessary surveying, tools, 
powder, 
transportation 
and 
extra 
guard as m ay be required in the prose­ 
cution o f th is work. I am advised that 
there is a balance qf the last appropria­ 
tion made to th is canal which m ight be 
utilized for the above purpose by ap­ 
propriate legislation. 


In view of the fact that the national 
governm ent has taken up the subject of 
irflg^tlon, ai\d. that, sooner or later, 
every, available s«i»rvoiy site to the, 


arid region will be utilized. It is deemed 
th a t th is is the propitious tim e for the 
state to m ake some m ovem ent along the 
Unes indicated. 


State Board of Arbitration. 


The E leventh general assem bly c re at­ 
ed a state board of arb itratio n , provided 
the m anner in which its m em bers should 
be appointed, the duties of the board, 
its power, and the com pensation of its 
m embers. 


The annual reports of this board, su b ­ 
m itted to the governor, as required by 
law, show' th a t during the six years of 
its existence it has investigated nine 
strikes, In six of 
which 
settlem ents 
have been arrived at, presum ably due 
to the good offices of the board. 


The appropriations for salaries, ex ­ 
penses. etc., of the board during the 
six years of its existence, have am ount­ 
ed to the sum 
of $16,000, 
of 
which 
am ount $3,300 has been turned back into 
the treasury, m aking the total expense 
of the board about $13,-‘i00. 


The board of arbitration, in its last 
annual report to my predecessor, con­ 
cedes its inefficiency to accom plish re ­ 
sults of a definite nature, attrib u tin g 
Its w eakness in this respect to defects 
in the existing law, and suggests cer­ 
tain am endm ents to the law which, it is 
claimed, will invest the board w ith the 
auth o rity desired and necessary to m ake 
it efficient. 


A careful exam ination of the proposed 
am endm ents to the law, and the opinion 
of the atto rn ey general of the 
state, 
quoted in full in the report, leads me 
to the conclusion th at, under our con­ 
stitution. no legislation can b»‘ enacted 
which will m aterially change the pres­ 
en t statu s and au th o rity of this board. 


■Conceding the force of every a rg u ­ 
m ent which can be advanced in favor 
of the arb itratio n of differences which 
m ay arise between em ployer and em ­ 
ployes. and which have my hearty su p ­ 
port and approval, yet it seem s to me 
th a t the expense to the state on a c ­ 
count of th is board is out of all propor­ 
tion to the results accomplished, and 
for th a t reason I would advise th a t the 
a ct creating this board be repealed, and 
its duties and powers, by appropriate 
legislation, be conferred upon the labor 
commissioner. 


I am urged to this conclusion, in great 
measure, by the fact th a t under our 
constitution 
com pulsory 
arb itratio n 
cannot be enforced, and, in any event, 
the duties of the hoard as constituted 
are sim ply advisory; its conclusions and 
suggestions m ay be accepted and acted 
upon by the parties, or rejected, as they 
m ay elect. 


P u b lic In stitu tio n s. 


The biennial reports of the several 
boards and com m issioners of our edu­ 
cation;:!, charitable, penal and correc­ 
tional institutions all indicate most s a t­ 
isfactory results 
in 
their 
several 
branches of work, w ith the facilities 
which have been availiable, w ith the 
l a r g e l y increased and rapidly increas­ 
ing dem ands upon th eir resources, and 
in m any instances, urgent calls for larg ­ 
er and m ore efficient accom m odations. 


These reports 
should 
receive your 
careful and thoughtful consideration, 
and such response should be m ade to 
their applications for appropriations as 
the facts in each case m ay w arran t and 
justify; alw ays bearing in m ind the fact 
th a t the tru e glory of a state is m ani­ 
fest in its public educational, c h arita ­ 
ble and correctional institutions. 


Time will not perm it me to enter into 
a detailed discussion or presentation 
of the facts and conditions set forth in 
the reports above referred to; and I 
therefore content m yself a t this tim e 
w ith com m ending these reports to your 
best judgm ent. 


N ation al Guard. 


I believe th a t dom estic tranquility w ill 
be conserved and prom oted by an ef­ 
ficient. 
well-equipped 
and 
w ell-dis­ 
ciplined N ational guard, and am pleased 
t o n o t e th a t tlie reorganization of the 
state's m ilitia, undertaken during the 
Spanish-A m erican w ar, m ade necessary 
by the absence of our troops in the serv ­ 
ices of the nation, has been carried for­ 
w ard efficiently and successfully. 


The N ational guard is supported by 
the m ilitary poll tax, w hich yields a 
revenue of about $40,000 per annum , 
w ith an estim ated uncollected poll tax 
of about $30,000 per annum . 
This form 
of taxation is peculiarly offensive to 
m any taxpayers, and its collection is 
often resisted. It tnight be well to abol­ 
ish the m ilitary poll tax, and provide for 
the m aintenance of the N ational guard 
by a levy for th a t purpose. 


On account of the probable passage 
of w hat is known as the “D ick” bill by 
the 
N ational 
cdmgress, 
which 
will 
bring the regular arm y and the N ation­ 
al guard into close association, it seem s 
wise th a t the organization of the N a­ 
tional guard of 
Colorado 
should be 
changed so as to conform , as nearly as 
possible, to th a t of th e regular arm y. 


I t is, of course, recognized, th a t it 
would not be advisable to create such 
a preponderance of officers as ts found 
necessary in the U nited S tates arm y 
for the duties of the tw o forces on a 
peace basis are different in m any re ­ 
spects. 
D iscretionary 
power should, 
however, be given to the governor of the 
state, upon the recom m endation of the 
m ilitary board to alter the organiza­ 
tion of the N ational guard of Colorado 


¡11 such a m anner th a t It m ay so closely 
conform to sim ilar un its in the regular 
establishm ents, th a t 
when 
our state 
force is mobilized w ith the regular arm y 
the care and handling of the troops m ay 
proceed 
w ithout 
em barrassm ent 
to 
eith er force. 


Considerably m ore th an one-third of 
the total am ount of the m ilitary fund 
is yearly expended for arm ory rent. 
T here seem s to be no provision under 
the law by w hich the m ilitary board 
h as the rig h t to build or purchase a r ­ 
mories. 


It is recom m ended th a t section five 
of article four of the law s and regula­ 
tions for the governm ent of the N ation­ 
al guard of 
Colorado be so am ended 
th a t the governor be authorized, upon 
the recom m endation 
of 
the m ilitary 
board, to purchase or co n stru ct suitable 
buildings for arm ories and arsenals. 


Game and Fish. 


O ne-of the m ost valuable assets of 
the state, is the gam e and fish, and 
strenuous efforts should be m ade to 
preserve and protect this asset. 


I am not unm indful of the fact th a t 
th e enforcem ent of the law is m ore im ­ 
p o rtan t th an the am endm ent of the law, 
and, for this reason, strenuously urge 
the establishm ent of a sta te board of 
gam e and fish com m issioners, which 
shall be non-partisan 
in com position, 
w ith a u th o rity to establish a civil serv ­ 
ice system in the departm ent, thus re ­ 
m oving th is d epartm ent from political 
influences, thereby securing m ore effic­ 
ient and econom ical service. 


I believe th a t an equitable schedule 
of licenses, for resident and non-resi­ 
dent h u n ters 
and 
fisherm en, guides, 
taxiderm ists and im porters of gam e and 
fish, w ould yield a sufficient revenue to 
m ake th is departm ent m ore than self- 
su stain in g and resu lt In a b etter en­ 
forcem ent of th e law, and g reater pro­ 
tection to the gam e and fish. 


Other states have enacted the above 
suggestions into laws, with very bene- 
flcal and satisfactory results, and if 
Colorado ever intends to take decisive 
steps for the protection of the game and 
fish of the state, the tim e is at hand 
when it should be done or it will be too 
late. 


Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 


It appears by the report on file with 
m y predecesor, that the 
St. 
Louis 
W orld’s fair commission proposes to 
erect a permanent building composed 
o f Colorado material only, upon a site 
secured for that purpose. 


W hile I am in favor of taking advan­ 
tage, to the fullest extent w ithin our 
means, of the opportunity afforded by 
this exposition, to advertise the varied 
resources of Colorado. 
I very much 
doubt th e propriety ur expediency ot 


investing in a perm anent building a t 
St. Louis for th is purpose, a rid 'e sp e ­ 
cially a t a tim e when m any o f o u r state 
institutions are ask in g for ap p ro p ria­ 
tions for perm anent buildings and im ­ 
provem ents of a perm anent ch aracter, 
beyond our ability to gran t. 


E xpositions are of ephem eral n a tu re 
and w h at m ight today be considered a. 
m onum ent to our enterprise, would, in 
a few sh o rt years, lapse into a m onu­ 
m ent of ou r folly, as is shown by th e 
p erm anent building erected on the site 
of the Chicago W orld's fair. 


Juvenile Court. 


The C ounty Ju dges’ association, com ­ 
posed of all the county judges of the 
state, w ith p ain stak in g care and m uch 
labor, have prepared and will subm it to 
this assem bly “a bill for an a c t to reg ­ 
ulate the tre a tm e n t 
and 
control of 
delinquent 
children,” 
w hich 
I com ­ 
m end to your serious consideration. 


An em inent au th o rity on crim inology 
has well said: 


“Neglected childhood 
is 
the g re a t 
cause of crim e, for neglected childhood 
•means neglected character, a.nd a t tt 
tim e w hen ch aracter is still plastic.” 


Only a v e ry 1sm all proportion of those 
children who subsequently grow up into 
crim inals are crim inal? by Instinct, and 
would develop into crim inals, no m a tte r 
w hat their invironm ent. They are bred 
into crim inals, in n early every instance, 
through idleness and lack of proper 
home train in g and influence. Divorces, 
drunkenness, parental incapacity and 
indifference to the w elfare of the child 
m ark the initial stages. 


These n atu rally 
lead to idleness 011 
the p a rt of the child, and evil associa­ 
tions and courses. T he s ta rt once m ade 
the first a rre st soon follows. T he child 
who has never been tau g h t any b etter 
Is locked up, oftentim es w ith h a r d e n e d 
crim inals, is tried, and practically ra il­ 
roaded to one of the reform schools. 
H is statu s in the w orld is officially 
th ru st upon him ; he is 
a. crim inal. 
A fter a few years in the reform school 
he em erges w ith nothing to do and n o ­ 
where to go. H e n atu rally falls in w ith 
his old com panions and into his old 
w ays. 


A nother arre st follows, and in the 
c o u r s e o f tim e society forces him into 
the professional crim inal class, 
and 
m akes of him an outcast. 


The bill, as fram ed, is based 
upon 
sim ilar law s in other states, and the e x ­ 
perience of the county court of A rap a­ 
hoe county. 


As an illustration of the practical re ­ 
sults accom plished for the taxpayer, it 
m ay be stated, th a t the cost of trial, 
«•«nvle'lon and m aintenance a t *'lo!d“n 
or B uena V ista of 13 average juvenile 


1 rim inals, as shown by the records of 
A rapahoe county, is $227.92. 
D uring IS m onths 454 juvenile delin­ 
quents w ere tried in th e county court 
and put on probation, a t an average 
expense of $11.59. resulting in a saving 
to the county and sta te of $89,627.68. 


In adition to this, these juvenile de­ 
linquents. w ith scarcely an exception, 
have b e e n turned into the rig h t path, 
and give every indication of becom ing 
upright, honorable citizens. 


I believe th a t no bill which you m ay 
be called upon to consider will be of 
greater im portance th an this, and if 
enacted into law. the good resu lts which 
will be accom plished under it will be 
far-reaching. 


The County Judges' association has 
a Iso prepared, and will subm it for your 
consideration, a com pilation or revision 
of the probate and kindred law s of the 
state, which is an effort to harm onize, 
sim plify and codify all law s relating to 
the subject of estates of every descrip­ 
tion. w ithout m aterial changes In th-: 
existing law s upon these subjects. 


I believe th a t a revision of all tho 
statu tes of this state would be advis­ 
able, as iliis work h as n o t been under­ 
taken by the state since the publication 
of the revised statu tes of 1SS3. 


Courts. 


W ith practical unam m ity. the m em ­ 
bers of the legal profession, through the 
S tate B ar association, and local asso­ 
ciations. for a num ber of y ears have 
advocated the abolishm ent of the court 
of appeals, and an increase in the n um ­ 
ber of the 
justices 
of 
the 
suprem e 
court, and several attem p ts have been 
m ade to subm it th is question to th e 
people of the state. 


My 
three 
im m ediate 
predecessors 
have strongly advocated this m easure, 
and it is unnecessary for me to re ­ 
iterate the convincing argum ents p re­ 
sented by them in th eir m essages in 
support of th e desired change. Suffice 
it to say, th a t I believe th a t the propo­ 
sition w ould m eet w ith the approval of 
the people. 


I am also of the opinion th a t a re ­ 
duction 
of 
the num ber 
of 
district 
courts is desirable from every point of 
view'. 


E lec tio n L aw s. 


R ecent events seem to ju stify the con­ 
clusion, th a t radical changes are neces­ 
sary in o u r reg istratio n an d election 
laws, if we intend to preserve a form 
of governm ent, “of the people, by the 
people and for the people.” 


U nder our present lawr, in cities of the 
first class, their seem s to be no lim it 
■to false reg istratio n and illegal and 
frau d u len t voting, a ll parties charging 
th e others w ith equal guilt, as th e op­ 
portunities present them selves. 
Such 
conditions are intolerable, and remedies 
m u st be provided, or the elective fra n ­ 
chise will become a farce. 


V arious rem edies for the betterm ent 
of the existing condition 
of 
affairs, 
w ill doubtless be suggested by those 
who 
have 
given 
th is 
subject m ore 
thought th a n I have, and I sincerely 
tru s t 
th a t 
your 
deliberations 
and 
actions w ill accom plish the m uch d e­ 
sired result.

M any o ther subjects present them ­ 
selves for consideration, but I have a l­

The d irect influence of th e S tate N orm al 
school'- is m ore perceptible th ro u g h o u t 
the sta te th a n th a t of an y o th er sta te in­ 
stitution,, because in it is w here ou r te ach ­ 
ers a re trained for th e ir w ork, and its 
influence m ust, th ro u g h th e pupil, be felt 
in alm ost every hom e in th e state. 
T his school has been ham pered in its 
g row th by reason of th e f a c t th a t it has 
outgrow n its accom m odations. 
W hile tho 
school reaps th e benefit of a one-fifth mill 
levy, th e am ount derived therefrom is not 
sufficient to perm it of m uch enlargem ent. 
Its needs are urgent. 
T he w est w ing of 
th e building should be finished and fu r­ 
nished, a t a cost of $25,000. 
Besides this, 
a new building should be constructed, con­ 
taining an assem bly hall, lib rary and gym ­ 
nasium , th e approxim ate cost of w hich 
w ould be $50,000. 
Agriculture, 
A t no tim e In th e history of Colorado has 
Its agricultural- in terests been so pronounc­ 
ed as th e present. 
Those engaged in th is 
p u rsu it have been generally prosperous, 
and w hile th e re w as a sh o rtag e of w ater 
during the p a st season in som e sections 
of th e state, a s a rule prfces fo r th e pro­ 
ducts of th e farm have ranged high. The 
sh o rtag e of w ate r has aroused a deeper 
In terest in th e question as to its proper 
application and th e best m ethods of sav­ 
ing an d sto rin g the w aste w aters. 
A nother th in g th a t has aw akened g reat 
in terest in ag ricu ltu re in th is state, is the 
attitu d e taken by th e general governm ent 
in th e m a tte r of governm ent aid for tho 
b uilding of reservoirs fo r th e storage of 
w ater. 
W hen th is u n d ertak in g is an a c ­ 
com plished fact, it w ill open up 
v ast 
tra c ts of now undeveloped farm in g lands, 
and o u r a g ricu ltu ra l in terests w ill receive 
new vigor. 
E v ery encouragem ent should 
be offered to Induce people to engage in 
this pursuit. W hile it is tru e th a t th e gov. 
'ernm ent is going to a ssist in the m a tte r of 
irrigation, 1 believe tu e sta te should ta k e 
steps to co n stru ct reservoirs and ditches 
for th e benefit of th e land owned by the 
stata, w hich will g reatly ad d to its value, 
both for leasin g and selling purposes. The 
s ta te should not delay in th is m a tte r u n ­ 
til all th e su itab le reservoir sites huve 
been taken. 
One great industry, which is quite new, 
and which is attracting much attention, 
is that of sugar beet culture. It has been 
a success from the time of its beginning 
and promises to be an industry of '.arge 
proportions. The raising of beets and tho 
making of sugar, Is an industry that is 
not alope helpful to the 
farming in­ 
terests, but Is a welcome addition to cur 
cities and towns. 
The rtport of the state engineer shows 
that- there are now, in round numbers, 3,- 
000,900 acres of land under ditch. He a!&> 
furnisnt-s some Interesting figures on the 
matter of irrigation. 
There are now in 
Colorado 4,500 ditches, 61 canals over 20 
miles long, and 10 canals over GO miles 
long, besides several hundred reservoirs. 
This Important department of tbe state 
government is one that is almost lost 
sight of. The amount of business trans­ 
acted by the engineering department is 
enormous. The state engineer needs more 
assistance to enable him to properly at­ 
tend to his duties,’ in order tliat a Jnqre 
satisfactory administration m a y be made 
possible to the'irrigator, and.,-those hav- 
Jrig busiueps with the department. 
fState Capitol Building' . 
’ The capltol; buttcftnsr was practically com» 


pleted d u ring the adm inistration of Gov­ 
ernor Thom as, w ho prosecuted the w ork 
w ith g reat vigor. 
H owever, th e re stitl 
rem ained considerable w ork to be done in 
the w ay of finishing touches. 
The build­ 
ing now represents a co st of $2,593,768.13. 
In m y judgm ent, it is a m a tte r of su­ 
prem e im portance th a t a fund be provided 
for contingencies w hich arc continually 
arising. 
Land Board. 
The. sta te board of land com m issioners 
is by fa r the m ost im p o rtan t board un­ 
der the ad m in istratio n of the sta te gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It has under its control 
th a t 
v ast acreage g ranted by the U nited S tates 
governm ent to the sta te of Colorado for 
the purpose of prom oting general educa­ 
tion and for public school purposes. T hat 
It w as a w ise g ift will be conceded by 
all. The tru st im posed grow s g reater year 
by year. 
Every possible safeguard should 
be throw n around it. 
The rap id ity w ith 
which the business of th is office h as grow n 
dem ands th a t m any radical changes be 
m ade as to its fu tu re m anagem ent. 
This board has under its control alm ost 
4,000,000 acres of land, constantly increas­ 
ing in value, of w hich acreage there is 
now approxim ately !,7&),974 acres under 
lease, the present board having granted 
leases for 533,203 acres of land. 
It has 
also sold 9.5S8 acres. 
The to tal income 
from all sources d u ring the biennial per­ 
iod w as $372.372.88, an increase of $17,066.91 
over the preceding period. 
The present board, believing th a t the 
in terests of th e public schools would be 
best subserved by leasing the sta te lands, 
adopted th a t policy, and so fa r it has prov­ 
en the. rig h t course to pursue. 
I believe 
th a t so long as th e sta te can lease Its 
lands to an advantage, it is m uch better 
th an to sell it and be compelled to derive 
the revenue from other sources; th a t is, 
by investing th e purchase m oney so re­ 
ceived in bonds and w arrants. 
W'c a l­ 
ready have an experience of th a t kind to 
deal w ith. H ow ever, m any changes could 
be m ade in th e law to m ake th e leasing 
system m ore effective. 
A change should 
be m ade extending the rental period, w ith 
five or ten y ear periods of re-ap p raise­ 
m ent. 
It is believed th a t such a change 
would be conducive to higher rentals, that 
b e tte r im provem ents would be m ade and 
th e land would be brought into a higher 
sta te of cultivation. 
The question of in­ 
creasing the ren tal period on land lying 
w ithin o r ad jacen t to cities of the tirst 
and second class, is one th a t has been 
called to llie atten tio n of previous general 
assem blies, but a s yet no action has been 
taken thereon. 
I helieve th a t th e m ini­ 
m um rental period should be increased. 
Ihe Income to the school fund being m a­ 
terially increased thereby. 
1 believe th a t th e business of the land 
dep a rtm en t has grow n to such an extent 
th a t it would now be advisable to divide 
th e w ork into departm ents, having m in­ 
eral, ag ricu ltu ral and grazing departm ents. 
This w ould largely m inim ize the w ork, and 
th e revenues derived, through th e different 
d ep artm en ts would be largely increased, 
by reason of the fa c t th a t w hoever w as in 
charge of the d ep artm en t could devote his 
w hole atten tio n to it. 
I t w ould not be 
necessary to neglect any portion of th e 
w ork and th e ren tals and royalties could 
be prom ptly collected. 
A nother m a tte r of im portance to this 
d ep artm en t Is a classification of tho lands, 
in order to know ju st w h at the real and 
tru e ren tal and selling value of th e land 
is. As it Is now, tho board h as b u t little 
ac tu a l know ledge a s to w h at th e tru e 
value m ay be, an d oftentim es it m ay be 
im posed upon. 
T hese lands should be 
classified a s a g ricu ltu ra l, grazing, tim ber 
and m ineral, and th e m ineral ag ain sub­ 
divided a s to th e class of m ineral it con­ 
tain s. 
Then th e board could establish a 
m inim um ren tal and selling value, and no 
land could be sold for less th a n th a t m ini­ 
m um . 
I believe th a t th e law relative to 
th e m ineral lands of the sta te should be 
revised, so th a t the developm ent of this 
land could be encouraged. 
T he T h irteen th general assem bly enacted 
a law fo r th e preservation of the forests 
of the state. 
This law w as a step in the 
rig h t direction, b u t the resu lts obtained 
from its operation w ere not so satisfacto ry 
as hoped for, one reason, how ever, being 
th a t no appropriation w as m ade for the 
paym ent of th e inspectors to be employed. 
Tw o tim ber inspectors w ere 
em ployed, 
who w orked under th e sta te board of 
land com m issioners. D uring 1902 43 square 
m iles of forests w ere destroyed. One rea­ 
son fo r so m any destructive fires w as on 
account of th e dryness of th e season. This 
law should be am ended, providing stric t 
penalties for a violation thereof, and also 
a n appropriation should be m ade providing 
fo r thoso em ployed in the w ork. 
T he business of the sta te board of land 
com m issioners has reached such propor­ 
tions th a t I am constrained to add my 
ea rn e st indorsem ent to th a t of th e other 
m em bers of th e board, and earn estly urge 
upon you th e subm ission to th e people of 
a constitutional am endm ent, providing for 
th e creation of a sta te board of lan d com ­ 
m issioners, to be com posed of th re e m em ­ 
bers, tw o of w hom shall be elected, w ith 
a term of office of four y ears, one m em ­ 
ber to be elected every tw o years, th e 
th ird m em ber of th e board to be th e 
s ta te superintendent of public instruction, 
who, by v irtu e of th e office, represents 
th e public school in terests of th e state, 
and w ho should a t all tim es have a voice 
in th e m anagem ent of the school lands 
of th e state. 
T his board should be non -p artisan in 
ch aracter, and should receive such com­ 
pensation as w ould Insure th e obtaining 
o f com petent persons fo r the w ork. Civil 
service should control the appointm ent 
of all other positions. 
State Insane Asylum . 
F o r m any y ears th e facilities fo r the 
proper care of the insane in th is sta te has 
been entirely too lim ited. A ppeal a fte r ap ­ 
peal has been m ade, b u t th e condition of 
th e ‘ sta te 's finances w ere such th a t th e 
legislature could not g ra n t th e relief, or 
even if th e appropriations had been m ade, 
th ere w as no revenue from w hich to m ake 
paym ent. 
P robably the g reatest p resent necessity 
is m ore buildings to accom m odate th e in ­ 
sane persons now scattered over th e state, 
th e re being S00 over and above th e num ­ 
ber now cared for in th e asylum , w hich 
should receive the care of th e state. These 
a re now kept in jails, alm shouses and 
county hospitals, w here they do not re­ 
ceive th e proper treatm en t, a n d w hen a t 
la st they a re adm itted into th o asylum 
th e ir cases have become incurable. 
In m y opinion, th e b est w ay of relieving 
th e over-crow ded condition o f th e asylum 
w ould be th e construction of a n entirely 
new plant, to be located on a farm of som e 
size, rem oved from th e noise of a city o r 
of railroads, so th a t th e occupants could 
hav e th a t peace an d qujet so essential for 
p atien ts of this ch aracter, an d w here they 
could have plenty of freedom fo r outdoor 
exercise. This institution should be know n 
a s th e S tate H ospital, a t w hich curable 
insane patien ts could be cared for, utiliz­ 
ing th e present in stitu tio n fo r th e incur­ 
able insane. T here should be so m e m eans 
of separation for th e tw o classes, in ord er 
to obtain the b est results. 
P ersonally, I 
am inclined to g reatly fav o r th e hospital 
plan as affording th e b est m eans of relief 
, State Penitentiary. 
A. large number of repairs and Improve- 
mèpts are needed at thè state penitentiary, 
such as a new cell house, a hospital and 
woman's department, washing machinery1 
and baths, and repairs to the water viorks, 
which will cost approximately $40,000.. "A 


new lighting and heating plant is an im­ 
perative necessity, which will cost prob­ 
ably $30,000. 
A co n stan t source of difficulty is the 
care of the insane convicts. As has been 
custom ary in the past, they have been 
tra n sferre d to th e insane asylum at Pueb­ 
lo, w hen room w as available, but the 
crow ded condition of th a t institution has 
m ade it im possible to tra n sfer the num ber 
desired. 
B tit this is hardly right. 
The 
convict insane should not be allowed to 
m ingle w ith the non-crim inal insane. Uy 
the expenditure of a sm all sum of money, 
a place could be provided a t the peniten­ 
tia ry for insane convicts, w here they ce.uld 
be placed under the care of the 
prison 
physician, w here they would receive the 
proper attention. 
P robably the m o-t vexatious question 
confronting the m anagem ent of the peni­ 
te n tia ry is th a t of giving the convicts 
em ploym ent. It appears to me to be reas­ 
onable th a t an institution of this kind 
should be largely self-supporting. 
It Is 
im perative th a t the prisoners be employed, 
and profitably em ployed; th a t is, it should 
be som ething th a t the prisoner could see 
grow ing and developing; 
som ething th a t 
increases in value under his w orkm an­ 
ship. 
To require a person to do som e­ 
thing and then do it over again, ju st for 
the sake of doing som ething, such as pil­ 
ing and re-piHng rock, tpuds, rath er, to 
dem oralize th an to reform , ami does not 
have the effect of training the prisoner 
In the w ays 'o f th rift. 
O ur 
prisoners 
have 
heretofore 
been 
largely em ployed in the m anufacture of 
lime and brick, but a ban w as placed on 
the brick and th a t avenue of em ploym ent 
is now gone. The limo business w as fair­ 
ly prosperous, but the quarries have been 
practically exhausted, so th at, if this work 
is to be continued, new quarries will have 
to be purchased. 
It has been suggested 
th a t they m ight be profitably em ployed 
in coal mining, on state land, but. indeed, 
if this w as done ihe only sale of the pro­ 
duct of the m ines th a t could be m ade 
would be to .s ta te institutions, and the 
cost of producing such a sm all am ount 
of eoal as would be reo|iiirrd would m ake 
it cost more than it is w orth. 
The experim ent of farm ing w as not en­ 
tirely satisfacto ry , neither w as it entirely 
unsatisfactory. The m ost of th" land w as 
leased, and the larger p a rt of it « a s not 
ad jacen t to the penitentiary building-, so 
th a t it w as a difficult m a tte r to carry on 
the operations w ithout g reat expense, 
j 
am of the opinion that if a branch prison 
w as located on a large farm , in one oi 
our ag ricu ltu ral valleys, that it could he 
conducted in such a w ay as to balance 
accounts a t the end of Ihe year, or a t 
least if th e re w as a deficit it w juld bo 
sm all. F arm in g appears to be about, the 
only rem edy available, unless some way 
can be devised to give them em ploym ent 
inside of the prison w alls, which wlli not 
come In conflict w ith free labor. 
State Reformatory. 
The reform atory has a capacity of |its. 
T here have been tim es during th^ oast 
tw o y ears when it had a population of 
125, com pelling the placing of two prison­ 
ers In one cell, w hich 
Is injurious to 
health and discipline. 
T his in stitution is also in need of im ­ 
provem ents. The cell 
house should 
be 
com pleted, a dining room and additional 
sleeping room s should be built, and a 
chapel. To do this work will require $63,000. 
National Guard. 
The N ational guard o f Colorado is, at 
th e p resent tim e, in a high sta te of pro­ 
ficiency 
The 
guard is generally well 
equipped, w ith the exception of th e a r­ 
tillery, th e guns used by it b<?ing of an 
old, out-of-date p a tte rn , 
and 
alth o u g h 
etill effective, a re not such as would be 
desired in case of an em ergency. The two 
old N apoleons now used by the artillery 
should be replaced by m odern, breech- 
loading cannon. 
A troop of cavalry w as organized a t 
M eeker, Colorado. It has long been need­ 
ed. The depredations com m itted by the In­ 
dians from th e reservation in I’tah have 
become of so freq u en t occurrence th a t it 
w as absolutely necessary to take this ac­ 
tion, for the peace and safety of th e resi­ 
dents of th a t p a rt of the state, w ho w ere 
being co nstantly alarm ed by the invasion 
of tHe Indians for th e purpose of killing 
gam e. This troop should be of g reat a s­ 
sistance to th e gam e w ardens in p ro tect, 
ing the gam e in terests of the state in th a t 
vicinity. 
State Bureau of Mines. 
T he report of the com m issioner of m ines 
show s th a t Colorado still leads all other 
s ta te s and territories in the production 
of th e precious m etals, 
which, 
indeed, 
should be very g ratify in g to the people of 
the state. 
T he affairs of tho bureau of m ines have 
been conducted w isely and econom ically. 
T he relationship betw een th is d epartm ent 
and th e m ine ow ners and m iners has al­ 
w ays been friendly. 
State Industrial School for Boys. 
This school, N ovem ber 30. 1902, had a 
population of 198. 
T here w ere received 
d u rin g th e term , 249; 1S6 w ere paroled, 
seven pardoned, 22 discharged, one died,' 
th ree escaped, and 14 w ere discharged by 
expiration of th e ir term . 
The 
larg est 
n um ber in th e school a t one tim e w as 213, 
and th e sm allest 178, m aking th e average 
n um ber present d u ring the term 1S7; so 
it can be readily seen th a t the dem ands 
m ade upon th e state for the sustenance 
of th is school can nut be lightly esti­ 
m ated. 
T his institution needs $n0,(X)0 for m ainte­ 
nance, and $35,300 for im provem ents, as 
item ized in th e report, some of w hich a re 
im perative; 
fo r 
instance, 
dorm itories, 
chapel, etc. 
In th is connection, I desire to call a t­ 
tention to the report of the juvenile divis­ 
ion of the county co u rt of D enver. 
No 
m ore effective w ork has been perform ed 
th a n th a t of Judge U ndsey in behalf iff 
th e juvenile delinquents of th e city of 
D enver. 
W hile we have no juvenile law on our 
s ta tu te books, the judge of the county 
court has, th ro u g h the co-operation of 
th is d istrict atto rn ey , and a liberal con- 
stru ctio n of th e present law, been able 
to accom plish about ail the results th a t 
w ould have obtained through th e opera­ 
tions of a special juvenile law. H owever, 
th e re is no reason w hy we should fu rth e r 
delay its enactm ent, and especially now 
th a t w e have before us an exam ple of 
w h at th e practical w orkings o f such a law 
w ould be w ere It 
in 
active 
operation 
th roughout the whole state. 
I f such a law- is Enacted,, and 1 sin­ 
cerely hope it will be. I believe th a t som e 
am endm ents should be m ade in th e com ­ 
pulsory education law of the state, by ex­ 
ten d in g the age lim 't, an d also by rem ov­ 
ing th e m inim um period of attendance. 
T his should be done fo r th e reason th a t a 
child m ay be deficient In his studies, and 
to assu re him a proper 
education, 
he 
should atten d school d u ring th e en tire 
school year. The judge before w hom the 
case is brought fs b etter able to judge of 
th is th a n any one else, and shpuld have 
full au th o rity In the m a tte r. T he en a ct­ 
m ent .of* th is law will receive th e h ea rty 
su p p o rt of a ll tlie ed ucators of the state. 
State Industrial School for Girls. 
This institution is 'supported 
by 
the 
counties committing the girls, each county 
paying 50 cents per day'for eacjj girl, Mr 
maintenance. Within the last yfar a con­ 
tention has arisen between some of the 
counties and the board over’ the pay­ 
ment of this sura, the contention of the 
qounty commissioners,being th a f when an 
lunate baa bnm paioled the £&yment' ofj 


this sum for m aintenance is no longer 
a neressity and th a t they should not be 
required to m ake such paym ent. This d if­ 
ficulty has in some m easure depleted the 
treasury, and as a result the in stitution 
closed the biennial period w ith a sm all 
deficit, 
practically ju st 
the 
sum 
th a t 
should have been realized from the d if­ 
ferent counties had the paym ent been 
marie. 
However, I am strongly of th e 
opinion th a t an appropriation should be 
made by the state for the m aintenance 
of this school, the fam e as for other state 
institutions.- it woiik] relieve the board 
of control of a g reat deal of work and 
would al.-o put the institution on a basis 
where by it could do more effective work. 
Mute and Blind School. 
iJnrinK til«- )>a>t fiscal period the high 
{standard and efficiency of this school has 
■ been m aintained, its financial affairs have 
conducted econom ically and wisely. 
For the first time in L'li years it closes 
the biennial period fuit of debt, having 
paid a deficit of $S,047..':i. which is a m ost 
rem arkable showing when it is consid­ 
ered th a t the school has been constantly 
increasing in num bers and the cost of liv­ 
ing has m aterially advanced. 
The total enrollm ent for the past two 
years has hern 1'12, the num ber enrolled on 
November 30 last being 131. as ag ain st 137 
lor the sam e dale in 1900. This increased 
attendance has, of course, enlailed larger 
i xpenditures for the m aintenance of the 
institution, in the em ploym ent of addi­ 
tional teacher.« trained in the work. H ow ­ 
ever. we are glad th a t the usefulness of 
thi.s school has been increased, affording 
to a larger num ber of an extrem ely un­ 
fortunate class of our citizens the m eans 
of procuring a liberal education, which 
will i nahle them to more cheerfully en­ 
dure ihe trial placed upon them, and which 
will more effectively enable them to earn 
a livelihood. 
The m em bers of the board of trustees 
»nd the superintendent of the institution 
are broad-m inded, liberal and progressive. 
G reat progress has been m ade in all di­ 
rections, and the changes and im prove­ 
m ents 
are 
everyw here 
apparent. 
The 
buildings have been overhauled and re ­ 
paired. and are- now in m ost excellent con­ 
dition. 
The need-' of this schol are carefully 
i-. t nut in its report, one of its greatest 
needs being more ground room. The m a t­ 
ter was called to the attention of the last 
general assem bly, but for reasons then 
existing- no action w as taken. 
The w is­ 
dom of such action can nor. tie qtie.-tloned 
when it Is considered th a t the value of 
th-= proposed purchase is constantly in- 
<• r is in g . Tlie estim ate placed by the board 
of trustees as to the cost of the needed 
im provem ents 
and 
additions, 
including 
gym nasium apparatus, in, addition to the. 
null levy and appropriations o| two years 
ago. is $?î>,â«ai. 
1 sincerely tru st that this 
in<-'iiution will receive liberal treatm ent 
at your hand«. 
The lato Mr. S tratton, during the last 
low years of his life, w as greatly in ter­ 
ested in the work of this school, and for 
a num ber of years before his death m ade 
annual donations for prizes In the blind 
departm ent. His will contains a clause be­ 
queathing to the trustees of the school 
the sum of $2?',000 out of the proceeds of 
his estate. In tru st, to be invested in genxi, 
safe, interest-bearing .securities, the Inter­ 
est derived from which is to be distributed 
am ong the pupils as rew ards for such ex­ 
cellence in scholarship or dem eanor, or 
both, as m ay be prescribed by the board 
of trustees. 
As Mr. S tratto n 's will is now in litiga­ 
tion. is may be som etim e before the be­ 
quest is available, but the trustees have 
assurances that his wish in this regard 
will be eventually complied with. 
State Home For Dependent and N e­ 
glected Children. 
I’ntil quite recently this home w as w ith ­ 
out a perm anent abiding place. 
F o rtu ­ 
nately an appropriation 
m ade 
by 
the 
Tw elfth general assem bly becam e av ail­ 
able. and the board of control w as for­ 
tu n a te enough to procure a m ost excel­ 
lent location for this home, com prising 4Q 
acres of land in the suburbs of Denver, 
upon which w as a large stone building, 
suitable, w ith some alteratio n s and im ­ 
provem ents, for the requirem ents of the 
school. H ow ever, tho needs of th e home 
are num erous, and now th a t it is perm a- 
■ nently established, it should 
be 
given 
j proper support. 
As yet only tem porary dorm itories for 
the boys have been built. 
They are of 
sueh ;i ch a ra cte r as to be practically use­ 
less during the cold w inter m onths, being 
sim ply te n t cottages, which will require 
a large am ount of fuel if kept com fort­ 
able. One of the im perative needs is the 
com pletion of the school building, which 
will cost in the neighborhood of $10.000. 
The to tal estim ate placed by the board of 
control for new buildings, additions and 
equipm ent is $71,5(H), and for the m ain te­ 
nance of the home for the present biennial 
period. $50,000 will be required. 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home. 
The Soldiers' and Sailors' home, like 
some of the o th e r institutions, has o u t­ 
grow n 
its prosent qu arters, and m any 
w orthy veterans have been denied adm is­ 
sion because of lack of facilities. 
The num ber of soldiers and sailors in 
the home N ovem ber 30, w as 113, an in­ 
crease of six over two years ago 
State Board of Healtn. 
Probably no sta te board of health has 
done more efficient work, w ith the m eans 
a t its disposal, than has the S tate B oard 
of H ealth. 
1 sincerely tru st th a t an am ple ap p ro ­ 
priation will be m ade for conducting the 
affairs of this board on a basis a t least 
in some diigree equal w ith its usefulness. 
The im portance of the w ork perform ed by 
this board in the restriction and pre­ 
vention of disease, p articu larly contagious 
diseases, lias not as yet been fully real­ 
ized. but a glance a t the report will clear­ 
ly prove th a t it should not be im peded in 
its kindly w ork for hum anity, but should 
ra th e r be fostered and encouraged. 
State Board of Arbitration. 
The work of th is board during the past 
biennial period, while zealously carried 
on. has not been so satisfacto ry as is con­ 
tem plated by the provisions of the law 
creating the board, but the fau lt has not 
been w ith the board itself, but is ra th e r 
a defect in th e law. 
In the report of the board will be found 
an opinion w ritten by the attorney gen­ 
eral. relative to the jurisdiction and pow er 
of the board to issue subpoenas and ad ­ 
m inister o aths, .In which it is held th a t 
they have no pow er to compel the a t­ 
tendance of w itnesses before It in an in­ 
vestigation for the purposç^of giving te sti­ 
m ony concerning difficulties arising be- 
tw een em ployer and em ployes, th u s de­ 
stro y in g in large m easure tne effective­ 
ness of the w ork to be perform ed by the 
board. 
This board has at all tim es displayed a 
willingness to a rb itra te and otherw ise a s­ 
sist in thv> determ ination and settlem ent 
of all questions subm itted, and are en­ 
titled to much credit for the efficient 
m anner in which the affairs of the board 
have been conducted. 
I recom m end a careful reading of tho 
report subm itted, and a com pliance inso­ 
far as possible w ith the recom m endations 
therein m ade relative to m a tte rs properly 
a subject f o r • legislation, to the end th a t 
the hoard {nay be placed in a position to 
render such services as w as contem plated 
w hen tho law creatin g the board w as en­ 
acted. 
This board should certainly re ­ 
ceive the benefit of w isely enacted law s 
a t your hands. 
State Board of Stock Insnection Com­ 
missioners. 
F o r a great m any years the w ork of 
th is board ha* been curtailed by reason 
of th e fact th a t under th e law only 10 
inspectors can be em ployed, one of whom 
is detailed to perform the duties as secre­ 
ta ry of tiia board. T his lack of Inspectors 
often entails delay an d w orks a hardship 
on the shippers of cattle, because, w hen 
ready to ship, th e Inspector Is unable to 
be present an d shippers are compelled, to 
a w a it his arriv al, causing g reat incon­ 
venience and som etim es ac tu al loss. W hen 
th e law w as. f ir s t created y ears ago, u n ­ 
doubtedly th is num ber w as su fficien t to 
satisfacto rily .do- th e w ork, b u t th e largo 
g ro w th in. th s ü v e sto c k in d u stry , it being 


now one of the m ost im p o rtan t and p rofit­ 
able of o ur m any pursuits, m akes it now 
absolutely necessary th a t th e num ber of 
inspectors be increased. A t le ast 20 inspec­ 
tors could be constantly and profitably 
engaged in the w ork of Inspection. 
The 
law should also be changed in some p ar­ 
ticulars, vesting more, pow er and au th o r­ 
ity in the board, so th a t th e board could 
compel a com pliance w ith th e provisions 
of the law. The dem ands m ade upon the 
state by the stock interests in the. past 
have certainly not been burdensom e, and 
I cheerfully recom mend 
th a t steps be 
taken to place this board on a more sub­ 
stan tial and effective basis. 
State Game and Fish Department. 
As in tim es past, the com m issioner has 
met w ith considerable 
opposition 
from 
some quarter« in m aintaining the gam e 
laws. A large num ber of suits have been 
brought ag ain st violators, w ith varying 
success, it being very difficult to secure 
convictions in some parts of the state. I 
believe the law should be changed, giving 
the state the right of appeal to higher 
courts. 
The usual difficulty w ith the In ­ 
dians occurred but so fa r as know n no 
casualties w ere reported. 
State Dairy Commissioner. 
The report of the sta te dairy com mis­ 
sioner show s a steady Im provem ent in the 
developm ent of the dairy interests of the 
state, prices having ruled w ith an en ­ 
larged dem and for the product. 
I am of the opinion th a t the interests of 
tho people of Colorado would be wisely sub­ 
served by the enactm ent of an entirely 
new- pure food law. 
I believe th a t the 
.^tatc dairy lom m lsslontr could a:; well 
look a fte r the state's interests in this 
m a tte r as not, being known as the state 
d airy and pure food com m issioner. W ise 
legislation in this direction would surely 
prove beneficial. 
Labor. 
The. past two years has >hown a g ratify ­ 
ing im provem ent in the condition of labor 
throughout the state. Labor has been b et­ 
te r em ployed, more prosperous and more 
active in organizing than ever Vefore. The 
labor census shows a higher average of 
w ages th an has been know n in 10 years. 
In every departm ent of Industry activity 
has been apparent. The practice of issu­ 
ing a L abor day proclam ation ha? been 
continued and very properly so. It is well 
to call atten tio n to Labor day by a special 
proclam ation and to give due notice of an 
event, which is grow ing in im portance 
every year, and it is consistent with the 
dignity of those who toil. The prosperity 
In which we all share rests in large p a rt 
in the work of the toilers nf this com m on­ 
w ealth. and any m easures tending to b et­ 
ter their condition and elevate their citi­ 
zenship will uplift the state. 
United States Geological Survey. 
j >•> 
th*' ^rnj'lnv<,<! 
of 
?hr* 
1’nited S tates Geological survey have ex ­ 
perienced considerable em barrassm ent and 
delay in the prosecution of their work, 
caused by individuals refusing to g ran t 
them perm ission to enter upon their prem ­ 
ises. 
As we all know, the character of 
the work perform ed by th » departm ent of 
the I.’nited States governm ent is of great 
im portance and of m uch value to this 
state. 
I would recom mend, t h e r e f o r e , the pas­ 
sage of an act authorizing any person 
under and by virtue of an act of con­ 
gress of the 1‘nited S tates relating to the 
surveys of the geological survey of the 
V nited States, m aking it law ful for the 
persons so employed in m aking such su r­ 
veys to enter upon the lands w ithin the 
boundaries of th is s t a t e , but 
provision 
should also be m ade so th a t the act could 
not in any sense be. construed as gran tin g 
or authorizing any unnecessary in terfer­ 
ence w ith p rivate rights. 
A num ber of states have already en ­ 
acted such a law, and w ith the. view of 
avoiding any difficulty w hich m ight arise, 
and also for the purpose of expediting 
the business of the T'nited States in the. 
m a tte r of its scientific research and en ­ 
gineering work, this suggestion is subm it­ 
ted to yon w ith tho hope th a t it will re ­ 
ceive your early and favorable attention. 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 
The Louisiana exposition, in com m em ­ 
oration of the purchase of th a t v ast ter- 
rito ry know n as the L ouisiana purchase, to 
be opened in St. Louis on M ay 1. 1904, 
will be the greatest exposition ever held in 
th e U nited S tates or an y o ther country. 
I would recom m end, therefore, th a t this 
honorable body m ake a very liberal ap ­ 
propriation to assist the com m issioners of 
Colorado in m aking a thorough and com 
plete exhibit of the g re a t and varied re 
sources of our state. 
The com m issioners 
of 
C o lo r a d o 
have 
secured am ple spaco 
in all th e different buildings being con­ 
structed on the exposition grounds, and 
the plans already m ade, if sufficient funds 
are had to ca rry them to a successful ter. 
m ination, will reflect g re a t credit upon 
our state. The resources of Colorado are 
beyond question fa r in excess of any other 
sta te in th e union, and th is exposition af- 
fordB a m ost excellent opportunity to dis­ 
play the samp. 
The w ork of the com m issioners since 
th e organization of the board on th e loth 
day of June, 1902, has been devoted p rin ­ 
cipally to securing th e aid and assistance 
of the counties, in in teresting the people 
generally in the project, and in the organi 
zaiion of auxiliary boards for the purpose 
of tak in g care of special features and ex­ 
hibits. An exposition of tlie m agnitude of 
the com ing one requires m uch faith fu l 
and p atien t work. The concessions gran ted 
this s ta te are considered to be am ong 
the m ost valuable, and p articularly is this 
tru e of th e site procured for our state 
building. 
One of th e features will be an irrigated 
farm , conducted by som e irrigation ex ­ 
pert, w hich should do m uch tow ard edu­ 
catin g the people as to our m ethod of ir­ 
rigation and should aw aken a deep in te r­ 
est in our ag ricu ltu ral resources. 
T he results w hich will flow to Colorado 
from th is exposition a re very num erous, 
provided we grasp the present opportun­ 
ity and m ake available sufficient m oney 
w ith w hich to carry on the plans now for­ 
m ulated. 
Primary Election Law. 
O ur governm ent is popularly supposed 
to be a governm ent of th e people, but in 
som e p articulars I fear we have strayed 
aw ay from our first principles. 
T here­ 
fore, I desire to urge upon you th e w is­ 
dom of enacting a p rim ary election law 
w hich shall put the nom inating pow er 
solely in the hands of the. people. 
If the 
people are able to govern them selves, they 
are able to say as to w hom they w an t to 
represent them , but as prim aries a re now 
conducted the people have but little to 
say. 
P robably 
the 
m ost 
satisfacto ry 
p ri­ 
m ary law now in operation is the M inne­ 
sota law, and a fte r h aving m ade a careful 
study of its provisions I com mend it to 
you. 
Court of Appeals. 
F or the la st several y ears the question 
as to tho wisdom of abolishing the co u rt 
of appeals and the enlargem ent of the su ­ 
prem e court, has been under advisem ent, 
and has alw ays m et w ith tho h earty ap ­ 
proval of the b ar of the state. To m ake 
this change will require th e subm ission of 
a constitutional am endm ent, and while l 
believe w e can be too careful in m aking 
changes in our fundam ental law. 
am 
strongly convinced th a t th is is a m uch- 
needed change. 
The num ber of justices 
should n o t be less th a n five nor m ore 
th a n seven, and in m y judgm ent th e term 
of office should not exceed 12 years. P u b ­ 
lic policy forbids a longer term th a n this. 
Three-Fourths Jury Law. 
I desire to renew m y recom m endation of 
tw o y ea rs ago, relative to th e subm ission 
of a constitutional am endm ent, provid­ 
ing th a t in all civil cases in courts of 
record, tried by a Jury, th a t three-fo u rth s 
of th e num ber of ju ro rs m ay concur and 
re tu rn a verdict. 
Probate Laws. 
T he 
C ounty 
Ju dges' 
association 
has 
sp en t m uch p ain stak in g labor in revising 
th e p resent probate law s of th is state, and 
I believe the resu lt th ey have attain ed 
w iii prove to be a w holesonib addition to 
o u r probate law s. A s I un d erstan d it, no 
sw eeping changes a re contem plated, b u t 
a revision of th e law now covering th e 
subject, into one consistent, harm ouious 
chapter. 


State Board1 of Equalisation. 
The w ork of th e S tate B oard of E q u a li­ 
zation in the m a tte r of th e assessm en t of 
corporate property, has been try in g and 
difficult. 
One g reat difficulty before th e board in 
m aking a determ ination, is th e fa c t th a t 
it is largely unacquainted w ith th e prop­ 
erty, Its physical condition, etc., an d has 
not the tim e a t its disposal to m ake such 
personal investigation as should be m ade 
to guide it intelligently. O f course th e re 
m ay be portions of a railro ad w ith w hich 
the individual m em bers of th e bo ard m ay 
be acquainted, b u t as a m a tte r of fa c t 
th a t p articu lar portion m ay be th e b est 
piece of property ow ned by the corpora­ 
tion, and th e earnings of th a t line m ay 
have to be contributed to w eaker p a rts 
of the system fo r the paym ent of oper­ 
ating expenses. 
Tho relative proportion 
th a t the corporate property, as assessed 
by the board, b ears to th e balance of the 
property of th e state, a s assessed by lo­ 
cal au thorities is about one-seventh. I do 
not believe it can be consistently con­ 
tended th a t, as now constituted, it should 
bear a g reater proportion. 
H ow ever, the 
assessm ent, w as not based on such pro­ 
portion, but is the resu lt as show n by the 
figures. 
Tho attem p t to equalize betw een th e 
counties is of b u t little avail. T he hand3 
of the board are so effectively tied th a t 
it is im possible to do this w ork w ith any 
kind of justice or satisfaction to th e m em ­ 
bers of the board o r of tho counties, and 
the attem p t m ight as well be left undone. 
The board has no power or a u th o rity to 
equalize p a rticu lar kinds or classes of 
property as betw een the several counties. 
All they can do is to raise or low er the 
aggregate. 
F o r instance, a p a rtic u la r 
county m ay have an assessm en t th a t on 
all classes of property, w ith b u t one ex- 
ception, is alto g eth er too high. T he board 
w ants to reduce it to th e sam e basis 
as o ther counties. In doing so, u n d er th e 
law and the decisions of the courts, it 
necessarily is com pelled t.o reduce th e a g ­ 
gregate. m aking tho sam e percentum of 
reduction on tho property alread y too low 
as is m ade on the property assessed too 
high. The sam e rule w orks both w ays. In 
attem p tin g to raise property th a t is a s­ 
sessed too low, the board is also com pelled 
to add th e increase to th e property w hich 
m ay be assessed a t its full cash value. 
This m ethod of equalization also w orks 
great hardship on the counties, by reason 
nf the fact th a t it requires a change in 
the w hole assessm ent a t g reat expense, 
w hereas, if the board 
had 
the 
pow er 
to raise or low er th a t p a rtic u la r class of 
property to a uniform basis, it would only 
require a change in th e books of tho 
county of those item s so cliangcd. 
H owever, this is a m a tte r th a t will re . 
n ror.FtiUjticna! anvndro^nt, hj* th* 
suprem e court h as alread y held th a t the 
board of equalization has no o th er a lte r­ 
native in the m a tte r of equalization be­ 
tween the counties. 
It is so m anifestly 
unjust and u n fair th a t I consider it to 
be w orthy of your atten tio n an d rem edy. 
C onsidering th a t there is th e above, dif­ 
ficulty in the w ay of securing a uniform 
assessm ent throughout th e state, and also 
considering the fact th a t heretofore, th ere 
has been a g reat deal of dissatisfaction, 
am ong the people, (which, how ever, I do 
not believe to be. well founded), a s to the 
work of the board of equalization in the 
assessm ents placed upon corporate prop­ 
erty. I deem it advisable tn a t a co n stitu ­ 
tional am endm ent be subm itted to the 
p e o p l e , creating a tax com m ission, to. be 
composed of th re e m em bers w ith a term 
of office of six years, one. m em ber to bo 
elected by the people every tw o 
years, 
w h o s e duty it shall be. to assess th e cor­ 
porate property w ithin th e sta te now a s ­ 
sessed by the sta te board of equalization, 
and who shall also have pow er fo equal­ 
ize betw een the countie^ on an equitable 
and fair basis. 
A num ber of states have such a com mis­ 
sion, w hich I believe has proven entirely 
satisfacto ry to the people. 
A com m is­ 
sion of thi^ kind should be enabled to per­ 
form the duties of assessm ent in a m ore 
satisfactory m anner th a n can a board 
consisting of state officers who are only 
able to devote a sm all portion of th e ir 
time to a consideration of th e question, 
and who. w hen the w ork is in a c tu al pro­ 
gress. are compelled to atten d to th is duty 
am idst co n stan t interruptions, w hich, to 
say th e least are not conducive to th e 
best results. The m em bers of a ta x com ­ 
mission would not. be im peded in th is 
way, b u t could give th e m a tte r th a t calm 
deliberation w hich it deserves. 
The continued grow th of th is state, w ith 
the enlarged duties thereby entailed upon 
state officers, 
dem ands th a t som e re­ 
lief be afforded. I believe th a t one of th e 
w isest and best things you can do will 
be th e subm ission of an am endm ent a3 
above outlined. 
Conclusion. 
In conclusion I desire to express m y 
thanks to all th e sta te officers w ho have 
so ably assisted m e by their w ise counsel 
and help a t all tim es in governm ental a f­ 
fairs. 
I appreciate tfie high honor con­ 
ferred upon m e by the people of th is 
state, and in closing m y ad m inistration 
1 desire to say th a t I have endeavored to 
be tru e to tlie tru st reposed in m e an d 
have discharged th e duties devolving upon 
me in a conscientious m anner. 
B ut to 
you w ho are th e rep resentatives of tho 
people, en tru sted w ith th a t sacred law ­ 
m aking power. I have b u t one w ord of ad ­ 
vice, an d th a t is, always; rem em ber th a t 
w hat is reeded is not m ore law s, b u t b e t­ 
ter an d w iser law s; law s th a t shall w ork 
lo r th e b etterm en t of th e people a n d not 
for th e ir dow ntrodding.

It is good policy to reward such ser­ 
vices with distinctions, which are more 
highly valued than any pecuniary gifts 
which a foreign government could sug­ 
gest; but one cannot help wondering 
what the Pharaohs, if they are still 
conscious, think of it all. 
Imagine 
what we should think if we were told 
that ages hence an Icelander would 
repair the dikes of the Thames, and 
by a system of reservoirs preserve in 
the river the depth of water which is 
becoming necessary for trad". 
The 
incident is hardly more stn jge, es­ 
pecially as any one of the later Phar­ 
aohs would probably have been able 
to pass a clear opinion upon the work 
of Sir Benjamin Baker. 
One of the 
very few points upon which the early 
world had some scientific knowledge 
was the value of hydraulics. We are 
learned folk, but it is doubtful if we 
comprehended the storage of water, 
tho methods and the use better than 
the earliest people of wnom we have 
any record. 
We shall have to supply 
out great cities more carefully by and 
by, for tbe water in tbe country ia 
shrinking, while the population mul­ 
tiplies. and the engineers who supply 
our need will probably obtain their 
most valuable hints from tbe mighty 
tank bujiders of Ceylon.—From the 
Spectator.

to the public interests and with advantage to the more 
im portant parts. 
Among the recommendations of the governor is one In 
favor of a liberal appropriation to assist the Colorado 
board of W orld’s fair commissioners in making a thor­ 
ough and complete exhibit of the great and varied re­ 
sources of the state. 
The governor also recommends the 
enactm ent of the Torrens system of registering land titles, 
and of a primary election law which shall put the nomi­ 
nating power solely in the hands of tho people. 
He ap­ 
proves the work of the county judges’ association in re­ 
vising the probate law’s of the state, aud advises the es­ 
tablishm ent of an equalization commission to assess the 
corporate property now assessed by the state board of 
equalization. 
These reforms are generally approved by 
public sentiment, and the legislature would do well to 
heed them. 
Judging by the experience of the past, however, the 
legislature will do nothing of the kind. 
The outgoing 
governor, with his two years’ experience in state affairs, 
ought to be able to suggest many valuable measures to 
the legislature, but it too often happens that the new law­ 
m akers arc too much taken up with questions of appoint­ 
ments and partisan struggles to heed the suggestions of 
the outgoing executive. 
The Fourteenth general assembly has, however, estab­ 
lished a record in clearing the pie table and getting down 
to business promptly, and it is possible that they will 
continue the good work by doing some of the things that 
are recommended by the governor and desired by the 
people. 


THE GENERAL STAFF OF THE ARMY. 


N PASSING the bill to provide for a general staff for 
the American army, the house of representatives 
evidently endeavored to put into practical use one of 
the lessons learned from the Spanish war. 
At the out­ 
break of hostilities with that nation, it quickly became 
apparent not only that the United States was unprepared 
in many of the most important military elements, but 
that there w is 11 0 one competent and ready to assume 
the directioi of affairs and to get things into the proper 
shape. 
Very lortunately for us we had to deal with a 
weak nation and not a strong one, and American execu­ 
tive ability soon reached the desired results even though 
the proper system and organization were lacking. 
Rut th e United States could not afford to take chances 
in this way again, and very properly it has been decided 
to follow the lead of th e military nations of Europe, and 
in time of peace to prepare for war in such a way as 
will not involve the absolute paralysis of commissariat 
and transportation departments in th e event of a sudden 
outbreak of hostilities. 
The bill which was approved by the house of repre­ 
sentatives has been carefully prepared by the military ex­ 
perts, and subjected to discussion in the house by those 
interested 1:1 such m atters, and it is to be presumed, at 
least until it bas had a fair trial, that it represents the 
best judgm ent of congress as to the effective arrangem ent 
of such m atters. 
The bill undoubtedly will receive a good deal of criti­ 
cism, for tho reason that there are always those who pose 
as experts in such m atters, and who feel certain that they 
could have prepared a measure much superior to that of 
any one else, and there are others who always look upon 
any measure of this kind as a deliberate attem pt to ignore 
or to belittle some military genius in whom they have 
a direct personal interest. 
For instance, we expect to 
hoar that General Miles was sent to Asia to get him out 
of the way during the passage of this measure and that 
the bill is the result of a malicious and underhanded at­ 
tem pt to rmbordinate the general of the army to the 
bureaucrats of the war department. 
But the need of a general staff in the American army, 
and the benefits of such a body in European military es­ 
tablishm ents are too well established to be ignored. The 
general staff idea is thoroughly supported by military 
experience an.’ expert knowledge, and the United States 
cannot safely dispense with its services any longer. 


GOVERNOR ORMAN’S MESSAGE. 


T IS really unfortunate that Governor Jam es B. Orman, 
I 


in concluding his term as chief executive of this state, 
should have found it necessary to encumber his 
m essage to the general assembly with so much material. 
There are a great many things in the message that 
are well worth reading, and that ought to be made known 
to the people, but. very few residents of the state, if any 
outside of those who make it a part of their official duties, 
^vill read the whole of Governor Orman's message. 
It would have been much better if the governor had 
taken better heed of the warning contained in his opening 
paragraph, and while endeavoring to be as brief as pos­ 
sible, had not found so great detail necessary in dealing 
•with m atters of great importance. 
The gi;eat triumph of Governor Orman's adm inistra­ 
tion is undoubtedly the excellent showing made in the 
'financial affairs of the state. 
For the first time since 
Colorado was admitted into the union, all legislative ap­ 
propriations have been placed to the credit of the proper 
iUnd or actually paid, and the large deficit which existed 
Hi the beginning of his term has given place to a surplus 
of about $200,00U. To a large extent the credit for this be­ 
longs to the makers of the new revenue law. which was, 
as much as possible under the circumstances, a non-par­ 
tisan measure and approved by public sentim ent through­ 
out the state. 
But a considerable share of the credit 
also belongs to Governor Orman and the state officials 
associated with him. The “Business M an's” adm inistration 
has certainly been a success in a business way, and the 
political m istakes charged against it cannot justly detract 
from its services along this line. 
The Governor calls attention to the necessity of the 
immediate payment of the deficiency w arrants amount­ 
ing to $140,000, aud what he has to say upon this subject 
is approved by the general sentim ent of the state. These 
w arrants ought to have been paid long ago, and It is one 
of the most serious charges against the Fusion assembly 
and adm inistration that proper arrangem ents were not 
m ade for paying them. 
Attention is called to the importance of the suit now 
being brought against this state by the state of Kansas to 
reBtrict the use of water from the Arkansas river for 
irrigation. 
Governor CTrman rightly declares this to be a 
m atter of supreme importance, and very properly recom­ 
m ends a liberal appropriation for meeting the expenses 
of the case and for the employment of special attorneys. 
A large part of the message is taken up with statistics 
-m the various state boards and bureaus, and this part 
if lhe message might have been om itted without detrim ent 


THE SALE OF STATE LANDS. 
S 
OME VERY interesting facts iu regard to the progress 
of settlem ent in this state may be drawn from the 
biennial report of Register Joyce of the state land 
board, which was filed with the governor on Thursday. 
It shows that in the tw-o years ending November 30, 1902, 
a total of $372,372.90 was received from the sale of state 
lands. 
The state lands are divided under eight headings. 
Of 
the school lands 114,132 acres were sold, and the state 
now has remaining unsold 3,398,453 acres. 
Under tug heading of "Internal Improvement” the 
register reports 248,7S1 acres sold and 253,417 acres 
remaining unsold. 
Under the heading "Agricultural College,'’ there ?re 
reported 451,011 acres sold, 44,730 acres unsold. 
Under tae heading “Penitentiary,” the report shows 
24,724 acres sold, 7.179 acres unsold. 
Under the heading “Saline,” the report shows 2,473 
acres sold and 16,362 acres unsold. 
Under the heading “State Reformatory,” the report 
shows 11 acres sold and 508 acres unsold. 
Tho heading “University” shows 33,791 acres sold 
and 12,093 acres unsold. 
While it is doubtless- true that the state lands that 
have been sold constitute the most valuable part of the 
state’s original endowment, it is unquestionable that the 
remaining lands are of great value, and fortunately for 
the interests of the state, the land board has adopted a 
wise policy of great care in making sales. 
W ith the 
present prospects for large irrigation works, and witn 
the rapid increase of population in all parts of the state, 
the great value of these lands in the future is unques­ 
tionably assured. 
The state could have no better invest­ 
m ent than to hold the title for these lands in its own 
keeping, e x c e p t 'in cases where a disposal of them to 
private owners is very evidently an incentive or an aid 
to the proper development of the natural resources of 
the state. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
O 


NE WOULD think from the clamor of the Wolcott 
gang that the recent organization of the legislature 
was the first time in the history of the state where 
one political party helped the other to organize. 
T hat is far from the truth. 
In 1893 the "W hite W ing” (Cleveland) Democrats had 
five members of the senate; the Populists had 15 members, 
and the Republicans had 15 members. 
After several ballots the Republicans went in a body 
to the Cleveland Democrats and gave them the complete 
organization of the senate. 
In 1897 the Republicans, Populists and Silver party 
men united in the organization of the house and divided 
the patronage equally, as against the Democrats and 
Silver Republicans who were acting together. 
T hat is a thing which takes place frequently In all 
states, as the honest members of a legislature do not 
wish to tie public business up by a deadlock, and it is 
natural for honest men to get together in th e public ser­ 
vice however they may differ, in political matters.. 


GOVERNOR PEABODY’S MESSAGE. 


T 


HE CUSTOM of having two governor's messages, 
following each other in quick succession, is not a 
good one. 
It tends to confuse the lcgislatois an 


the people, and neither one of the messages le ie n ts the 


attention H deserves. 
This is especially true in a case like the piesent one, 
where there is a change of administration. 
1 he outDoiug 


governor, who has become familiar with state affans 
during his term of office, may be presumed to know what 


is needed better than the incoming executive, while on 


the other hand the new governor is the representative of 


a party and a policy that has just been Indorsed by the 


people to take the place of the former ones. 
If Governor Orman and Govcrnor-olcct Peabody could 


have agreed together on a joint message, and if after such 


an agreem ent it had been subjected to the revision of 


some competent news editor who had blue penciled about 
half of it, the resulting product would have had far more 


influence upon the members of the legislature, and more 


attention from the people. 
Yet Governor Peabody's message has much \n it °f 
value, and many things that deserve the attention and 


the compliance of the legislators. 
The message is business-like and plain-spoken through­ 


out, and it is evidently the result of a careful and pains­ 


taking consideration of the state affairs, guided by a 


genuine desire to promote the real interests of the people. 
And this is especially noticeable iu the wise advice to 


the legislature to make quality rather than quantity the 


main object of its legislative effort. 
At the time of a change of party the temptation is 


especially strong to make radical reforms in legislation, 


and to believe that everything accomplished by the op­ 


posite party must necessarily be wrong. 
There would 


be special danger in such a course at the present time 


because, as Governor Peabody says, recent legislatures 


have adopted important and far-reaching legislation which 


has not as yet had time to prove its value or demerits, and 


which ought, to he given a fair trial. 
What the people 


need is a period of rest, he says, and this is undoubtedly 
so. 


There is especial wisdom in that part of the message 


whic 1 recommends that the convicts in the state peniten­ 


tiary be employed in the construction of a state ditch in 


the Arkansas canon, and that this be made a part of a 


reservoir system. 
In this way there would be no compe­ 


tition with free labor, nor invasion of existing irrigation 


rights. 
At the same time the convicts would have health­ 


ful occupation, and a great material benefit would be se­ 


cured for the state. 


Governor Peabody also cordially indorses the recom­ 


mendation for a liberal appropriation for the prosecution 


of the defense of the suit brought against this state by 
Kansas, in regard to the use of Arkansas river water, a 
suit which if decided against us threatens grave injury to 
our irrigation systems. 
There are some things in the message, probably, that 
will not meet the general approval of the people of this 
state, nor of the legislators, and that Governor Peabody 
would not himself have written had he possessed a longer 
acquaintance or a more exact knowledge of state affairs. 
But that is to be expected, and in general it may be 
affirmed that his message is a wise and conservative one, 
in keeping with the expectation formed by the people of 
what this administration is to be, and worthy of the re­ 
spect of the people and the careful attention of the mem­ 
bers of the assembly. 


THE OUTLOOK FOR 1903. 
T 


HE BUSINESS outlook for Colorado Springs in 1903 
is good enough to meet the views of the most 
exacting. 
The enterprises that have been already 
planned or undertaken are sufficient to warrant the most 
comfortable predictions of business prosperity, and these 
predictions have an additional assurance with those who 
are familiar with the past history of this city and who 
understand how every period of seeming relaxation is 
taken advantage of by our people for the planning and 
promotion of larger enterprises for the future. 
Yesterday morning the Gazette gave publicity to three 
important m atters which have a most significant relation 
to the general future of this city. 
The most important of these in its immediate rela­ 
tions is the letting of the contract for the construction of 
the Cripple Creek drainage tunnel. 
Only those who are 
familiar with the exact conditions in the Cripple Creek 
district, both in an engineering and a financial way, can 
realize the value that this tunnel will be in increasing 
the production of the district and still more in enabling 
properties to be worked at a profit that are now standing 
idle and increasing the dividends of those that are now 
in operation. 
The thanks of this community, in Colorado 
Springs and Teller county, are due to the enterprising 
gtntlem en who have promoted this undertaking success­ 
fully, who have perfected the plans and secured the nec­ 
essary money and who now see their desires advanced to 
the point where the work is actually to be commenced 
in the near future. 
The plans of the Pike’s Peak Hydro-Elcctric company 
contemplate an extensive development of the water power 
4ef Colorado Springs’ domestic supply system under what 
is familiar to the people of this city as the Jackson fran­ 
chise. 
We have had reason to know some of the objec­ 
tions: to this franchise in the past, but now that it has 
been sustained by high legal authority and a company 
with abundant means is ready to undertake its develop­ 
ment by the expenditure of a million dollars, it is to be 
hoped that we will become acquainted with some of its 
advantages. 
This project has an additional importance because it 
will be a step toward the successful utilization of the 
n-.ountain water power of Colorado, which promises to be 
sum a notable feature in the industrial future of the 
state. 
The contest between water power and coal for 
general power purposes, including the production of elec­ 
tricity, is by no means settled, and this contest is being 
watched with Interest by engineers all over the world 
Fortunately for Colorado we have both these sources of 
power in almost inexhaustible quantities, but there Is this 
notable difference between them. 
Every pound of coal 
that is burned is gone forever and the total amount in 
store Is diminished by just that much. 
But the water 
power may be used for a thousand years and at the end 
of that time the amount ready for use will not be dimin­ 
ished to the slightest extent by what has been made of 
sei vice. 
Colorado Springs already has one of the best and most 
n.odern plants in the world for the production of elec­ 
tricity from coal, and it will be most interesting to ob­ 
serve to what extent the water power plant can compete 
.with it op it# own grounds, . 


The third project mentioned in yesterday’s Gazette 
is that of Alderman Coughlin of Chicago and ¿is associates 
for the building up of a residence suburb to Colorado 
Springs on what is known as the Johnson tract ouuth- 
west of the city. The plans of the promoters of tils en­ 
terprise are large and comprehensive, and include in ad“ 
dition to expensive and complete improvements for the 
residence tract the erection of a big summer hotel for the 
accommodation of the transients who form so large a 
part of our summer visitors. 
It is interesting to observe that these three projects, the 
drainage tunnel, the Hydro-Electric company, and the 
Chicago suburb relate to the three principal elements of 
our p r o sp erity : 
Mining, clean manufacturing and the 
tourist business. 
All of them require the investm ent of 
large sums o f money, and all have a most im portant beat­ 
ing 011 the future of this eity and region. 
They afford an 
indisputable 
proof 
that 
Colorado 
Springs is neither standing still nor going backward, but 
U,at this eity is stilt progressing with all its old-time 
erergy along the lines that have brought it such remark- 
8 ble success in the past. 
it would be supreme folly to suppose that these thiee 
projects constitute all. or even the major part, of what is 
being planned for this city in tho near future, but these 
three, information of which is given to the public in a 
tingle day in the "dull times just after the holidays,” are 
a sufficient indication of the good things that fortune has 
in store for us. and they ought to be more than sufficient 
to encourage every resident of this city and county to do 
all that is in his power to keep Colorado Springs in the 
fiont rauk of progress and to hold it as the best eity in 
which to live and to do business in all the west. 


THE SENATE’S GOEBEL RULES. 
T 
HE ADOPTION by the Colorado senate of rules bor­ 
rowed from Kentucky is not justified by the Wol­ 
cott threats to throw Democratic members out of 
the house regardless of any evidence that may be present­ 
ed in their favor. 
Neither does the adoption of these rules serve as an 
excuse for the injustice and unfairness that is proposed 
to Republicans. 
The Goebel rules are quite ir. keeping with much in 
the past history of the dominant partner in the fusion 
politics of this state, and the Republicans may feel sure 
that there is no trick of dishonest politics that the Demo­ 
cratic leaders have not learned. Yet unquestionably there 
are many honest and sincere Democrats who will not 
sanction such fnethods unless they are led to it by a 
genuine belief that the Republicans are acting unfairly 
and unjustly toward them. 
And as for the general public, the men and women 
who comprise the great majority of Colorado voters, they 
utterly abhor and detect such methods by whatever party 
they arc used and without regard to the person whom 
they are intended to benefit. 
Goebel methods have been too frequent in Fusion poli­ 
tics in the past, and they formed a part of the tremen­ 
dous indictment brought against the Democratic party in 
the court of public opinion last November. 
But Goebel 
methods are no worse than Wolcott methods, and both 
are equally repugnant to the people. 
The adoption of these rules by the senate shows that 
the Democratic party is not going to change its character 
and is In fact incapable of doing so. 
It proposes to meet 
injustice with injustice, force with force and revolution 
with revolution. 
But the opportunity of the Republicans lies in pursuing 
a course of honor and justice, in keeping their pledges to 
the people, and in acting firmly and fearlessly to sus­ 
tain every right given to them by the people, but scrupu­ 
lously, to avoid the seizure of anything to which they 
are not entitled. 
In the pursuance of such a course they are certain to 
receive public approval and support. 


CUBAN RECIPROCITY AND BEET SUGAR. 


S 
OME of the principal beet sugar manufacturers of 
the country have adopted a resolution declaring that 
they prefer a reduction of 20 per cent on the sugar 
tariff rather than a continuation of the present agitation 
and uncertainty. 
The meeting at whieh this resolution was adopted 
was not attended by all the American beet sugar makers 
or their representatives, and some of these are known 
to be strongly opposed to the resolution. 
But in general 
it seems to represent the attitude of the western beet 
sugar men, and it is an attitude that is a reasonable one. 
It is true bjyond doubt that the beet sugar growers and 
manufacturers have a right as Americans and as Repub­ 
licans to demand that the promises made by the party in 
its national platforms shall be kept, and that they shall 
be given a full measure of tariff protection to which they 
are entitled as a most important and most promising in­ 
fant industry. 
But on tne other hand, there is a very strong senti­ 
ment in the east in favor of special tariff concessions to 
Cuba, and the president of the United States and nu­ 
merous other leading Republicans are very strongly of the 
opinion that the national good faith is pledged toward 
tariff concessions for Cuba. 
And it h further true beyond doubt that the beet 
sugar indusfy of tho United States has reached a point 
where it caeiiot be mortally injured by a 20 per cent, 
reduction or the tariff on Cuban sugars. 
The industry 
will probably not grow as fast as it would if the tariff 
were maintained, but it will continue to grow, and there 
is every prospect that before very many years the prin­ 
cipal source <n supply f o r the United States will be found 
in the beet sugar fields of «the west. 
It should be borne in mind also that this concession 
on the part of’some of the beet sugar men does not neces­ 
sarily settle tlie iate of the Cuban reciprocity measure. 
As stated above, there are a good many of the beet sugar 
men that a.e not in favor of this reduction, and they 
will have strong arguments in support of their position 
before congw:ss. 


And even more important is the fact that serious 
complication j may arise in regard to the rights of other 
nations under the "most favored” clause in their treaties 
with the United States. 
It has been stated within the 
past few >vceks that opposition t0 the passage of the 
Cuban reciprocity bill had arisen from an entirely new 
and unexpected source, and that it was of such a nature 
as seriously to threaten the fate of the bill. 
It remains 
to be seen tc what extent this proves true.

The trouble was the cause of 
no end of worry to a large crowd that 
braved th e snowstorm to hear Gov­ 
ernor Orman’s message. 
When the 
house opened, every available seat w-as 
occupied, and a number 
of 
chairs 
which were brought in were also oc­ 
cupied. 
Ail were anxious to hear the 
last, state message of Governor Old­ 
man. 
He himself was in his office In 
waiting for the escort committee to 
come after him, but as the minutes 
slipped by and the committee did not 
come, he settled down to his regular 
work. 
When the trouble was finally 
settled, th e noon hour had long passed 
and a recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 
At that hour the crowd was very much 
depleted. 
Those who were given a 
two-and-a-half-hours wait during the 
morning decided to read the message in 
the papers. There was no hitch in ttie 
afternoon proceedings and the reading 
was given the strictest attention and 
was received with warm applause by 
the listeners. The time occupied In its 
delivery was two hours and 53 min­ 
utes. 
The chief incident In the afternoon 
seslon of the senate, aside from the 
hearing of the governor’s message, was 
a wrangle which ensued over the re­ 
port of th e committee on standing com­ 
mittees. When the report was read by 
the clerk. Senator Barela moved that 
the report be printed, copies of it laid 
upon th e desk of each senator, and 
action upon it deferred until Mouday 
morning. 
Senator Farwell, who was 
chairman q f the Republicans on com­ 
mittees. arose and begged to.explain 
at length why he, as a member of the 
minority party in the senate, was not 
satisfied with the representation given 
to the Republican senators on the vari­ 
ous committees. 
His speech created 
the only ripple of excitement that has 
marked the senate’s session this week,

earliest moment. In that work we have 
reason to expect • thè co-operation of 
every member of “the house.” 
Later the communication of yester­ 
day was expunged from the minutes 
of that date. 
For the first time in the history of this 
session party lines were drawn In rhe 
house this morning.

VON HOLLEBEN W ILL NOT 
RETURN TO WASHINGTON 
By Associated Press. 
Berlin, Jan. 9.—Ambassador von Holle­ 
ben was not recalled from Washington, 
but learning that his government was 
not wholly satisfied with hia work and 
feeling ill and depressed, he cabled for a 
long leave of absence which was imme­ 
diately granted. 
He will not return to" 
Washington. Baron Speck von Sternberg’s 
temporary assignment as charge d'affaires 
of Germany at Washington will be fol­ 
lowed after an interval by his appoint­ 
ment as ambassador. The baron in the 
meantime will retain his position as con­ 
sul general of Germany at Calcutta. Odd 
ly euough, the exa ct whereabouts of 
Baron von Sternberg is not known at tho 
foreign office. 
It is thought, however, 
that he is visiting his kins people in 
Saxony. 
All the foreign office officials will say 
about Dr. von Holleben is “He has not 
been recalled and his leavo is granted 
upon his own initiative. The government 
would not recall an ambassador in the 
midst of important negotiations without 
grave reasons and these certainly do not 
exist in this case. The supposition that 
the government is annoyed because the 
ambassador failed to obtain President 
Roosevelt's acceptance of the arbitration 
of the Venezuelan dispute is wholly ln- 
con'fcet. 
Germany reckoned in advance 
that the president might have weighty 
reasons for declining, hence her note of 
December 2:5 contained the alternative 
proposition to refer the matter to The 
Hague arbitration court. Still it was felt 
that the internatiofial political factors in 
the case dictated the appropriateness of 
first offering the president the arbitra-

To the President, Washington, D. C.:

meeting had been called.

that the call w'as issued because of the

The discussion 
again came up, and was left to a vote 
of the members, but. the chairman only 
allowed the members on the first few 
rows of seats to vote. 
Naturally his 
ruling was sustained. 
The question was also raised as to 
the validity of the meeting, wnen it 
was remembered that it was not the re­ 
sult of an official call, and that not one 
officer of the state central committee 
was present 
This objection was set­ 
tled in practically the same manner as 
was the other. 
At this time tne com­ 
mittee apointed to wait upon Chairman 
Fainey reported the following com­ 
munication from the chairman: 
“To those members of the Republican 
State Central Committee who may be

“My action in delaying the regular 
meeting of the state central committee 
until January 19 was taken solely be­ 
cause 1 have been credibly informed 
that an effort was to be made on this 
occasion to remove me from my posi­ 
tion, and I believe that it was and is 
my right that, if any such action is 
taken, it should be taken only before as 
full a session of the committee hi per­ 
son present as possible, and that, too, 
after a full, frank and complete state­ 
ment and knowledge of the facts. 
I 
do not desire to thwart, hinder nor in'the personal representative of the presi 
the slighest delay an expression of the 
members present, as to the legislative 
situation. 
1 only desire that such ex­ 
pression may be made with full knowl­ 
edge of the facts. 
I therefore desire and take this op­ 
portunity of requesting that the ladies 
and gentlemen, members of the com­ 
mittee present, suspend any action un­ 
til the regular meeting of the commit­ 
tee, and then express in such iorm as 
they may desire whatever views they 
may have with reference to this situa­ 
tion.

or since it passed into control of the 
present company, and is almost in con­ 
dition to begin producing a large ton­ 
nage. 
The pay streak of the vein is 
a large one, being from one to six feet 
in width, making ore very rapidly, and 
runs from $12 to 540 to the ton. It can 
be mined, transported and milled at an 
expense not exceeding $6 per ton. 
Until a few days ago 35 stamps of the 
San Miguel Consolidated Mining com­ 
pany’s 120-stamp mill, in Bear creek, 
were dropping steadily on the output of 
the Nellie and Ella mines, also in Bear 
creek, one mile and a quarter further up 
than the mill, but since then only 20 
stamps have been pounding. Nellie and 
Ella ore is reported to be yielding high­ 
ly satisfactory returns, and the indi­ 
cations in the mines most favorable. 
The Liberty B ell 80-stamp mill, one- 
half mile above town, is crushing and 
treating about 300 tons of mineral every 
24 hours. 
The cyanide plant adjoining 
which treats the tailings from the mill 
is one of the most profitable improve­ 
ments ever installed by the 
Liberty 
Bell Gold Mining company. After the 
tailings pass through the process of 
treatm ent in this plant there is scarcely 
a vestige of values remaining in them, 
and as close saving Is doubtless being 
accomplished as at any mill in the state. 
The Liberty Bell is a low grade m ill­ 
ing proposition, and one of the most 
regular dividend payers in the district. 
The ore bodies are large, and do not 
vary much in value, which enables the 
management to make very close esti­ 
mates of the monthly output in dollars 
and govern accordingly. The mill was 
idle between two and three months after 
the disastrous snpwsllde on the 28th of 
last February, and was closed down a 
few days at other tim es to make repairs, 
which curtailed the output for the year, 
but notwithstanding it w as a little up­ 
ward of $600,000. which Superintendent 
Charles A. Chase says w as about two- 
thirds gold and one-third silver. 
A 
crosscut tunnel starting in the moun­ 
tain through the conglomerate forma­ 
tion, the lowest of any tunnel in this 
section, is in course of construction 
for the purpose of intersecting the Lib­ 
erty Bell vein about 900 feet below the 
lowest of the upper workings. 
The strike on the Butterfly-Terrible 
about two weeks ago is creating quite 
a stir around Ophlr loop. 
Interest in 
the property was stimulated by finding 
the Ida vein in the lower workings, 
when it began to appear as if it might 
be lost, and the spirits of the officers 
and stockholders were considerably de­ 
pressed. 
During alm ost the whole of 
last ‘year a large tunnel had been in 
progress for the purpose of cutting the 
Ida vein 300 feet below the lowest of 
the upper workings. 
The tunnel was 
driven in a distance of 2,000 feet, when, 
according to survey, the vein should 
have been reached. About this time a 
vein was cut, but the surveyors insisted 
that it was not the Ida, and the tunnel 
was continued. After driving some dis­ 
tance and finding no other lead, Su­ 
perintendent McMahon concluded that 
the vein crossed w as beyond doubt the 
Ida, and procured another surveyor who 
demonstrated that he w as correct. 
The machine drills were brought back, 
and drifting commenced, which pro­ 
gressed only 20 or 30 feet when the rich­ 
est ore ever encountered In the mines 
was broken into. The pay ore is from 
four to five feet wide, and its average 
value on the mill plates is $39 per ton. 
It carries gold alm ost exclusively, and is 
free milling to a high degree. 
From 
openings that have been made on the 
vein, this rich ore shoot is 700 feet in 
length by 300 feet in depth.—(Denver 
News.

THE CYANIDE PROCESS 


Advantages, Msthod and Cost of the New Treatment of Low 


Grade Ores in Cripple Creek. 


Special to the Gazette. 
Cripple Creek, Jan. 10.—The ullim ate 
success of the greatest gold cam p now 
seems to lie in the treatm ent of low 
grade ores. It has been dem onstrated 
th a t there is plenty of sm elting and 
mill grade, but the question now con­ 
fronts the people, w hat shall be done 
with the millions upon millions of tons 
of low grade ore? 
It now seem s as if th a t question is 
finally settled by the cyanide process, 
which now comes 
to the 
front 
and 
treats $5 to $12 ore, leaving a handsome 
profit on all ore th at will give values of 
$6 and up. 
This dem onstration 
has opened the 
eyes of the m ining men of Colorado, 
and especially those interested in this 
district, as m any a t the present time 
are erecting cyanide mills w ith capaci­ 
ties of from 25 to 200 tons per day. while 
several which are already in operation 
are turning out the yellow m etal from 
rock th a t has been thnnvn over the 
dum p as worthless. 
Take the Wild Horse dump, for in- 
stv.nce. 
This 
large 
pile of rock and 
d irt 
has 
been 
sorted, 
washed 
and 
screened two or three tim es, 
but a t 
the present time A. H. Heller, who pur­ 
chased this dump some m onths ago, 
is hauling the rock in wagons from the, 
property ta the Arequa mill, treating 
from 65 to 100 tons a. day, m aking a 
clear profit of 65 to 70 cents on each 
ton treated, this being only one case 
where $6 ore is treated a t a profit. Sev­ 
eral other mills are in operation th a t 
have a better grade of ore to work 
upon, and it Is easy to figure up what! 
their profits am ount to.

It is the question of the hour among! 
mining men and companies here in the; 
camp, and for the m any who are not yet! 
acquainted w ith the process, 
the fol-' 
lowing will give them a general idea of 
the price, m aterial and process through 
which the ore goes. 
In the first place, after the ore is 
crushed. It Is dumped into a large tank. 
Then it is covered with cyanide, this 
being left as it is from 24 to 36 hours, 
according to the nature of the rock. 
For instance, oxidized 
ore 
similar to 
that of the Wild Horse, will cyanide 
in 24 hourB. while ore, if a little re­ 
fractory, such as f great deal of the 
rock in the camp, will take 36 hours 
before the gold is extracted. 
If the 
rock is Impregnated with iron or silver 
in many cases it requires 48 hours be- 
lore the yellow metal 1b all dissolved. 


A fter the ore is dissolved, a wooden 
gate a t the bottom 
of 
the 
tank is 
opened, and tho contents are run iron 
the precipitating tan k s 
into 
another 
tank of the sam e size, w here it is 1 
for some little time, and from this ta 
the solution is supposed to carry all u. 
values, the pulp or sedim ent, as it may 
be called, being throw n over the d'imp, 
or. as in m any cases,, run through 
sluice box, which saves about six 
cent of the values w hich others — 
would be lost.
